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Tue accompanying illustration represents the improved GATLING GUN an@ 
feed magazine. This new feed is positive in its action, and by it the gun can be 
fired, at the rate of 1,200 shots per minute, at al/ degrees of elevation and depression. 
These results have never been attained by any other fire-arm. 

This improved feed has not only increased the direct fire, but it is of inestimable 
value in enabling the gun to deliver high angle or mortar fire, so as to drop the 
bullets, with deadly effect, on men behind entrenched positions, at all distances from 
200 to 3,500 yards. Tables of elevations and distances have been established, to 
obtain with certainty the above results.

Captain Price’s ‘‘ Across the Continent with the Fifth 
Cavalry’* is one of the most careful and conscientious 
pieces of work, in the line of regimental history, that 
we have yet had, and we wish that every regiment in 
the service might find an equally competent scribe. 
Such histories administer to regimental pride and esprit 
de corps; they keep alive the best traditions of the ser- 
vice, and encourage pride of profession and zeal in the 
performance of duty. A young officer must certainly 
feel encouraged when he remembers to what honors 
those who preceded him in the same position have risen 
as the result of faithful service, and the enlisted men who 
follow such a narrative as this, and scan the roll of 
honor which includes the names of so many from the 
ranks, mus’ realize that they too have their part in the 
honorable record of the regiment to which they be- 
long. 

Captain Price’s work is the result of no small labor, 
and when the completed volume 1s handed to its author, 
which it will be the present montb, he will be reminded 
that he has served for it as long as the patriarch Jacob 
did for his wife. Seven years have been occupied, more 
or less, in gathering the material and in its preparation. 
Every statement of fact has been most carefully veri- 
fied; every regimental biography has aot only been 
conscientiously prepared, but critically ‘scrutinized by 
some one having special knowledge of the subject of the 
notice. 

The title of the book does not convey a complete 
idea of its character. It is first a history of the regi- 
ment; next a personal biography of each of its officers 
from its first colonel, Albert Sidney Johnston, ap- 
pointed March 3, 1855, to the last additional 2d lieuten- 
ant, Britton Davis, now of the 3d Cavalry, originally 
appointed additional 2d lieutenant in the Fifth; and, 
finally, a complete roster of the regiment and a record 
of the engagements in which it has participated during 
the twenty-eight years since Robert E. Lee, as lieu- 
tenant-colonel, assumed command. 

The volume divides itself into three parts: First, the 
‘‘ Narrative ;” next, the Military Record of Officers, 
and, finally, the Appendix. In this last part we have a 
list of the field officers (33), of the commissioned staff 
(27), and the non-commissioned staff (60); the regi- 
mental commanders (63), and company officers (324). 
We have also a list of company officers, arranged by 
companies; alist of enlisted men who have gerved as 
Officers of regulars and volunteers; a list of sta- 
tions, changes of station, and field service; a battle 
record giving a list of 294 battles, 40 before the Rebel- 
lion, 125 during it, and 129 sinceit. Following these 
is a roll of honor of enlisted men, with over 300 names ; a 
list of 79 officers who have beeu killed or wounded in 
battle or in the line of their duty; a list of officers, 85 
in all, who have served in the volunteer armies of the 
United States, and, finally, a list of 114 brevet commis- 
sions conferred and recommended for gallant, faithful, 
and meritorious service. The plan of separating the 
records of officers and the statistical portion of the 
volume from the narrative is an excellent one, and 
makes the work very easy for reference without an 
index. 

Albert S. Johnston, the first colonel of the regiment, 
whose name iatroduces the list of officers, was iden- 
tified with the State of Texas at the time of his appoint- 
ment, and 2d Lieut. Britton Davis, whose history 
concludes the record of officers, was born in that State ; 
80 the personal history of the regiment may be said to 
begin and end with the Lone Star State, in which it 
saw its first service. With the military record of 
Officers we have a history of Wm. F. Cody, ‘ Buffalo 
Bill,” who served with the regiment as scout on various 
expeditions, and who is described as ‘‘ one of the best 
scouts and guides that ever rode at the head of a 
coluran of cavalry on the praries of the far West.” 

Part first of Capt. Price’s book, ‘‘ The Narrative,” is 
divided into seven periods ; first, the organization and 
march to Texas, 1855; second, service in Texas from 
the Rio Grande to the Canadian River, 1856-61; third, 
the War of the Rebellion, 1861-65; fourth, reconstruc-

on the Plains from the Canadian river, in Texas, to the 
Niobrara river, in Nebraska, 1868-71; sixth, Arizona 
and the Apache Campaigns, 1872-5; seventh, the service 
on the Plains from the Canadian river, in Texas, to the 
Yellowstone river, in Montana, 1875-83. The officers 
commanding the regiment during the first period were 
Robert E. Lee, lieutenant-colone] ; Albert 8. Johnston, 
colonel; Earl Van Dorn, captain; and W. J. Hardee, 
major. The original officers of the regiment, Capt. 
Price tells us, ‘‘ represented all sections of the country, 
and they had great pride in their profession. Twenty- 
four had received their baptism of fire, while Johnston, 
Lee, Hardee, Thomas, Van Dorn, Smith, Oakes, Pal- 
mer, Stoneman, Jr.; O’Hara, Bradfute, Brackett, 
Jenifer, Royall, Cross, Chambliss, Eag'e, Radziminski, 
Minter and Wheeler, had served in the war with Mexico, 
during which the national armies won thirty victories, 
captured ten fortified places and the city of Mexico, and 
extended their conquests over the Territory of Mexico 
and California, which resulted in adding New Mexico, 
Arizona, Utah, Nevada, and California to the United 


States of America. 

During its service in Texas the regiment was com- 
manded by Johnston, Lee and Van Dorn, by Geo. H. 
Thomas, Innis N. Palmer and James Oakes, majors, 
and by Wm. W. Lowe, 1st lieutenant and adjutant in 
charge of the band, non-commissioned staff and regi- 
mental records. While in Texas the regiment fought 
forty well-contested engagements with the Lipan, 
Apache, Kowa and Comanche Indians. Reconnais- 
sances by scores were made on the frontiers as precau- 
tionary measures, and to gather reliable information 
concerning the movement of hostile tribes; ‘‘pursuing 
the enemy for days, sometimes weeks (as often the 
case); carrying bacon and hard breadin the saddle 
bags; suffering at times for water; shivering at night 
under a saddle blanket, and sweltering during the day 
beneath a blazing sun; wearicd with marching day and 
night, and by an intensity of alertness which is essential 
to secure success ; aud finally, when the troops had suc- 
ceeded in overtaking the enemy, the attack was made 
with the courage which men display when fighting 
with the knowledge that defeat means death by torture, 
that they were remote from assistance, and that there 
was no hope in retreat, no safety but in victory.” 

The cureer of the regiment in Texas was ended, it 
will be remembered, by the surrender by General 
Twiggs of the military posts and other property of the 
United States to the Texas insurgents. ‘‘If,” says 
Captain Price, ‘‘ General Twiggs had been loyal to his 
country he would have concentrated the troops upon 
the northern frontier of Texas and marched through the 
Indian territory to Fort Leavenworth, leaving nothing 
behind except the public buildings.” Captains Oakes, 
Stoneman and Whiting did make efforts to unite their 
commands for this purpose, but on consultation they 
discovered that nearly all the serviceable transportation 
had been removed from the posts, and that the sub- 
sistence stores on hand were hardly sufficient to supply 
the troops for the march to the sea coast. 

We next hear of the regiment at the first battle of 
Buil Run, where ‘‘ the soldierly discipline of the Regu 
lars was of inestimable value during the retreat. They 
never failed to obey their officers, and when retiring 
from the field, although surrounded by the greatest dis- 
order and confusion, they preserved their formations 
and halted and marche at the word of command.” 
This battle opens the next period in the regiment, that 
of the great war, during which they were commanded 
by Joseph H. Whittesley, Chas. J. Whiting, Captain 
and Major, and by Captains Joseph H. McArthur, Jas. 
E. Harrison, Julius W. Mason, Wesley Owens, Thomas 
Drummond, Abraham K. Arnold, Joseph P. Ash, Edw. 
H. Leib; 1st Lieutenants Thomas E. Maley, Jeremiah 
C. Denney, James Hastings and Gustavus Urban. Since 
the war the regiment has been commanded at different 
periods by Captains Edw. H. Leib and Wesley Owens, 
by Colonel Wm. H. Emory, Lieut. Col. Thomas Dun- 
can, Major and Lieut. Col. Eugene A. Carr, Major Wm. 
B. Royall, Major Eugene W. Crittenden, Col. Wesley 
Merritt, Lieut. Col. Charles E. Compton and by Wm. 
C. Forbush, Ist Lieut. and Adjutant in charge of the 
band, non-commissioned staff and regimental records. 

This record of regimental commanders will serve to 
show how many distinguished officers have served with 
the 5th Cavalry since its organization in 1855. As they 
separated on the dividing line of the Rebellion it has 
been a task of some delicacy to write a regimental his- 
tory which should be acceptable to all. While Captaio 
Price has not ‘undertaken to wholly conceal his own 
opinions, he has confined himself, as a rule, so strictly 
to the simple facts of the regimental history that his 
volume can be accepted by those who separated from 
their comrades in 1861 as part, we may say, of their 
own family history as that of the noble regiment in 
which they attained their schooling for war. His pur- 
pose of rigidly adhering to the strict line of regimental 
history may pethaps make his record of the regiment 
during the civil war, a8 presented in the ‘‘ Narrative” 
portion of the volume, seem somewhat bare, but to de- 
scribe the engagements: and _mnilitary movements iv 
which the regiment 2r its various members took part 
would be to write a history of the war itself, and this

the Duke of Buckingham in Westminster Abbey : 

He never knew what envy was, nor hate. 

His soul was filled with worth and honesty; 

He neither wealth nor places sought; 

For others, not himself he fought, 

So, blessed of al! he died; but far more blessed were we 

If we were sure to live till we again would see 

A man as great in war, as just in peace, as he. 








LESSONS OF THE AMERICAN WAR. 


We are indebted to the politeness of Colonel H. 
Mattson, late U. S. Volunteers, and now United States 
Consul General at Calcutta, India, fora copy of the 
lecture delivered before the United Service Institute by 
Colonel G. Chesney, who is now Secretary of the Mili- 
tary Department Government of India, Simla, India. 
Colonel Chesney in seeking for his examples of the 
qualities required for military success turns to this 
country. Referring to our great civil war he says: 

The lesson to be learnt from that war is, I believe, 
not studied by officers in this army as much as it should 
be. In one sense indeed there could be nothing less 
like the conditions of Indian warfare than those of the 
war carried on in America. It was war w 
tween two parts of the same nation, in which the inter- 
ests and passions of both sides were excited to the 
highest point; it was war made with newly raised 
armies; the campaigns were conducted often over al- 
most uninhabited or desert tracts; and some of its most 
bloody and desperate battles were fought in a very 
enclosed country, where mauceuvring, as we understand 
it, was impossible; and where the General could not 
see his troops, and almost everything was left to the 
individual spirit of the soldiers and the subordinate 
officers. Nothing then could be less like the circum- 
stances under which war is conducted by usin Asia, 
with mercenary troops, usually ina highly populous 
country, and one in which there is every facility of 
out-manceuvring or being out-manceuvred. But the in- 
structive part of these wars, the point on which they 
are universally applicable, is the extreme originality of 
conception which marked the strategy dieplayed. I 
would invite the attention of all those who are inter- 
ested in the study of their profession, to a most valuable 
book just published, “‘The Military History of General 
Grant,” written by General Badeau, who occupied an 
important place on Grant’s staff. The book, indeed, I 
think, iabors under the fault cf not making sufficient 
allowance for the difficulties under which the Confed- 
erates labored, in the exhaustion of all their resources. 
But it completely disposes of the popular assumption 
that Grant was distinguished merely for dogged pertin- 
acity and blood-thirstiness; it reveals him as a strategist 
of a high and quite original order. For he was never 
satisfied with merely winning a battle. The aim and 
object he put before himself, from the very beginning, 
was not merely to defeat the army to which he was 
opposed, but to destroy it utterly. He had been en- 


trenched outside the lines of Richmond for 
nearly a year, and to the world in general the cap- 
ture of Richmond and its defences seemed to be 


the aim and object of the campaign. But no sooner 
does Lee with the remnants of his gallant troops begin 
to evacuate their blood-stained lines than Grant gives no 
longer any thought tothe place. His Army pin not 
even take possession of their dearly won prize ; he leaves 
a weak brigade or so behind, and sets off to capture the 
real object of his attack, the army opposed to him. If 
Lee could have got away with the remainder of his 
army into the wilds of Western Virginia, a country as 
yet untrodden by hostile forces, and abounding in re- 
sources, the war might have dragged on for another 
year or more, or might have had a different termination, 
for the North was just then greatly discouraged and 
weary of the contest. The restoration of the union, 
therefore, a result of extraordinary importance to the 
whole world, as well as to America, was due to Grant’s 
original conception of capturing the enemy’s army, ana 
to the extraordinary pertinacity and resolution with 
which he carried it out. Napoleon’s success, I need 
hardly say, was :lue also to the originality of his concep- 
tions, end to the vigor and energy which he employed 
and succeeded in imparting to his troops. So also 
Grant’s conception was, in its turn, quite original and 
peculiar, carrying the conception of successful war to a 
much further point than that at which Napoleon had 
left it. The capitulation of Ulm was thought to be an 
unprecedented feat, when 30,000 men were forced to 
lay down their arms; but Napoleon’s strategy generally 
was limited to the idea of shattering the enemy’s lines, 
breaking down their morale, and frightening them into 
suing for peace. Grant’s ideas went far beyond this. 
Eaca in his turn was quite original and unconventional 
and herein in each case lay the secret of success. . 
If we turn now to the Franco-German war, it is 1m- 
possible not to see that the Germans borrowed the con- 
ception of their strategy from what had happened in 
America; the idea of taking a whole army prisoners 
had now for the first time presented itself as within the 
range of practical warfare. The genius was exhibited 
in adapting the new idea to circumstances, in taking 
the measure of their opponents 89 thoroughly that an

as itself... . . The point lam making for is, that 
in war, the great, the startling successes which make or 
mar the destinies of nations, are won by the men who 
aim at something higher than the conventional standard 
of. the day, and strike out an original line. Did time 
permit I could enlarge on the extraordinary originality 
and absence of convention which marked the operations 
of the American war, the marvellous way in which 
their huge armies were fed, the engineering feats in the 
passage of swamps and rivers, the industry shown by 

h sides in the construction of fiéld works, and 
especially the use made of mounted infantry, for the 
so-called cavalry of Sheridan, which headed Lee’s army 
in its retirement from Richmond, was in fact mounted 
infantry, fighting on foot, and with rifles instead of 
swords.

Perhaps it may be asked, What will be the next form 
of development which is to turn the tables? What is 
the new form of strategy which is to take the world 
and the enemy by storm? Well, the man who could 
answer that question would go far to solve the problem. 
I will turn to a more practical poiut. I have dwelt so 
far on the genius of the general, but the criticism will 
no doubt have occurred to you, that this is not every- 
thing ; no amount of ability will suffice if it has not got 
the proper material to work upon. And the second 

t I contend for, is, that success goes with discip- 
The two things no doubt are usually found 
together ; a good general makes good troops; but they 
are not always found in conjunction, and it may be 
asserted without contradiction of what has gone before 
that, in war, the greatest successes have always been 
won by the best disciplined troops. This is admitted 
to be true of the Prussian army, both that of Frederic 
and of Frederic Charles; but it is equally true of the 
army under Napoleon. Not discipline as con- 
ventionally understood, perhaps, but in respect of the 
capacity for answering to the call of their general, and 
making efforts, under fatigue, hunger, and cold ; 
and surely that is the real test, for what is the aim of 
discipline, what is the use of an army if not for this? 
the pline of Napoleon’s army was hetter than that 
of any in Europe. And for another pointed illustration 
of high discipline of the unconventional but really use- 
ful kind, I would turn again to the American Army 
under Grant. Unconventional, indeed, it cer:ainly was 
when the troops, as a credible eye-witness informed 
me, called out as a general officer rode down the line: 
‘There you go, gin’ral, you’ve got a new hat; git along, 
gin’ral, we see you;” remarks like this are utterly op- 
posed to anything to be found in the Queen’s Regula- 
tions; but these same troups, which had been lying in 
their entrenched camp for the long winter months, and 
which had not even the elation of previous victories to 
carry them —y for up to this time Lee and his gal- 
lant troops had foiled all their efforts, started off at the 
call of their leader in pursuit of the enemy retiring 
from the entrenchments of Richmond and Petersburg ; 
pressing on through woods and marshes and across 
rivers, without rations, marching twenty hours out of 
the twenty four, always pushing on, heading the ene- 
my at every point, giving and taking no rest: Grant’s 
Army in a week of marching anc fighting, in which, as 
their | ee said, they proved themselves as ready to 
die of hunger and fatigue for their country’s sake as 
from the enemy’s bullet, wore down and captured their 
enemy’s Army of 70,000 men, and thus, by one stroke, 
put an end to the war, displaying in the effort military 
qualities equalled only by those of their unfortunate 
adversaries, who laid down their arms only when the 
physical capacity to bear them no longer remained in 
their exhausted frames. 

This then isthe second point I wish to make for. 
Have we sufficiently realised the fact that great suc- 
cesses in war are now to be achieved only by extraor- 
dinary exertions? Does not our ordinary conception of 
meking war partake too much of the conventional? Is 
our cavalry always ready to strike in at the critical 
moment, to cut itself loose from its communications, 
and getting behind the enemy, as did that of Sheridan— 

ess Of the losses it suffers, so long as it inflicts 
— losses on the enemy—to finish the war at a 
. Is our discipline such that we can call on our 
troops to make such efforts as these, that we shall find 
them as ready to die of hunger as of the bullet, at the 
call of their general? Our case it may be said is differ- 
ent. We are fighting with mercenary troops, with 
peace establishments, which need to be nursed and 
taken care of, because they cannot be easily replaced ; 
moreover, in Our wars, no great national passions are 
aroused. Granted, but still the fact remains, that the 
day has gone when great things can be achieved by the 
old conventional way of merely winning a battle, and 
then stopping to see how the enemy takes it. The 
winning the battle is now merely the beginning, and 
not the end of the business; and we may depend on it, 
that in any army in which a conventional standard is 
maintained of this kind, and it is said that cnly a cer- 
tain amount of effort can fairly be demanded of the 
troops, and that when a certain amount of marching 
and fighting has been got through all is done that can 
be reasonably pai ve on it, that army comes 
short of the stan necessary for great achievements.

SENTENCED TO BE REPRIMANDED. 


Before a General Court-martial at Fort Surply, I. T., 
April 9, was tried 1st Lieut. Henry Wygant, 24th U. 8S. Inf., 
for “‘ Conduct to the prejudice,” etc., in that he did, at Fort 
Supply, March 5, in the presence of other officers and of a 
civilian, create a disturbance in the officers’ billiard-room of 
the Post Trader's establishment, by making, without just 
cause or provocation, a violent assault upon, and engage in 
a fist fight with Ist Lieut. W. H. W. James, Adjt., 24th Inf. 
He was found guilty, except the words *‘ without just cause 
or provocation,” and sentenced to be reprimanded by the 
Department Commander, which General Pope does, as 
follows: 

The proceedings and findings, except as hereafter indicated, are 
approved and the sentence is confirmed. The Department Com- 
mander is unable to agree with the Court in their opinion that 
there was any just cause or provocation for the assault set forth 
in the specification. The excuse set up was that the officer who 
was assaulted, not being on friendly terms with the accused, had 
gratuitously interfered in a game in which the latter was engaged 
with others, by making a suggestion as to the play, and that the 
accused, upon remonstrating, was told by that officer that he was 
not speaking to him but to another player. Such a trivial affront 
caunot be properly regarded as a“ just canse or provocation ” 
for a blow—which gentlemen generally consider as only justifia- 
ble in self-defence or instant resentment of some gross and in- 
tolerable insult, It is to be hoped, however, that even the very 
mild reprehension conveyed by this lenient sentence may be of 
some service to Lieut. Wygant, by inducing him to reflect—if he 
has not already done so—how discreditable to the service, and 
how unworthy of grown men, such a disgraceful fracas is, and 
that he will endeavor to learn a primary lesson in military duty 
—that those only are fit to command others, who are able to con- 
trol and restrain themselves. Lieut. Wygant will be released 
from arrest and restored to duty.

DEPARTMENT OF ARIZONA. 


A despatch of May 6 from El Paso says: That the 
Mexican forces under Maj.-Gen. Cabro, in both Chihuahua 
and Sonora, are operating in conjunction with Gen. Crook 
is evident by the despatch received from Hermosillo, Sonora, 
dated May 5, announcing a sharp fight at Lagashie Canyon, 
163 miles southeast of that city. That would be in the heart 
of the Sierras, near the location indefinitely described as the 
Apache stronghold. The fight reported shows by the num- 
ber of killed and wounded that the Indians are more nume- 
rous than the military outgivings have indicated. The point 
at which the Sonora figbt occurred is estimated to be at 
least one hundred and fifty miles south of Crook’s present 
line of march. Gen. Crook had barred all access to himself 
by courier and despatches, and there is some reason to 
believe that he will not have followed the Janos route at all, 
but is at this time endeavoring to penetrate directly south 
into the Sierra Madre by trails known only to the soldier 
Apaches with whom he is operating. Crook has with him a 
captured Chiricahua, who has agreed to act as hie guide. 
He also has old Indian warriors who have themselves in 
years past been on the warpath against Mexicans into and 
from the very heart of this stupendous range. Mexican 
traditions teem with stories of Indian towns ruined or still 
used in the Northern Sierras. Adjt.-Gen. Drum and Col. 
T. I. Barr, arrived at El Paso May 6. It is believed their 
visit has been in part directed by the possible complications 
that may arise from the operations of Gen. Crook. 

A despatch of May 10 from El Paso states that neither 
Mexican nor American officers have yet received intelligence 
of or from Gen, Crook. Col Unda, at Paso del Norte, has 
directed the establishment of a courier line from Janos to 
Conriltos on the Mexican Central. It is in this direction 
that the Mexicans expect to receive the first definite news, 
but our officers believe that Gen. Crook will communicate 
first from Guadaloupe Canycn. 

Later advices say the General is near Janos. General 
Requero, commanding the Mexican forces, has issued the 
following order : 











‘* CotnvanvA, May 8, 1883. 
** To Col. Unda, El Paso del Norte: 

“If Gen, Crook should report here while in pursuit of 
the Indians, and ‘our troops are notitied, they are ready 
without doubt to proceed to his assistance in any difficult 
positon. REQUERO, Commanding.” 

No news had been received at the War Department from 
Gen. Crook up to Friday, since May 3, but no apprehension 
is felt as to\his safety.

Department of Dakota.—Strenuous efforts have been made 
recently by prominent stock men of Miles City, Montana, 
and vicinity for permission to establish on the Fort Keogh 
reservation the stuck yards now near that city, and the sub- 
ject was referred, with a favorable indorsement by Colonel 
Wilkins, post commander, to the Secretary of War through 
Gen. Terry's headquarters. The Adjutant-General of the 
Army, however, in a letter of April 13, said the request was 
‘disapproved by the Secretary of War after careful con- 
sideration, experience having demonstrated that a permit to 
occupy a military reservation for any purpose whatever 
results in trouble to successors in office, and the Secretary 
being further of the opinion that there 1s abundance of room 
for cattle pens any where along the line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad without using a part of the reservation at 
Fort Keogh.” The stock men, however, have resolved to 
try again with renewed vigor. 

The Benton Press says: ‘‘ Company B, 2d Cavalry, Oapt. 
Rawolle, and Company K, Capt. McAdams, which Jeft Fort 
Maginnis April 22, arrived on the bottom across the river, 
and camped there April 26. Oaptain McAdams is in com- 
mand of the squadron, and Lieut. Brett and Dr. Richards 
are with him. The squadron is en route to the Sweet Grass 
hills, and will make a summer camp in that vicinity. This 
move will meet with the approval of all the people of North- 
ern Montana, and is particularly welcome to the stockmen 
whose cattle are in danger ‘rom the red thieves across the 
border. The 2d Cavalry are old frontiersmen and Indian 
fighters, and are splendidly officered. We have no doubt 
that if the Crees attempt another raid the boys of B and K 
will acquit themselves with credit. 

Dispatches have been received at Fort Snelling from Col. 
Iige3, commandinge at Fort Assinniboine, Mont., that April 
26 acourier arrived from Fort Walsh with a letter from Major 
Shurtliff, saying : ‘‘ Your punishment of the Cree war party 
the other day will, I think, have a very good effect, as they 
will feel that they have more risk in crossing the line, and 
as they have a very limited supply of arms and ammunition 
they will not cure to risk a fight.” 

The stables for the horses of Light Battery B. 4th Artil- 
lery, at Fort Snelling, are being rapidly pushed forward to 
completion under the energetic supervivion of Col. Bird. The 
buildivg will be large enough to accommodate fifty horses, 
and the estimated cost is $3,000. Another detachment of re- 
cruits has left Fort Snelling for the Northwestern frontier, 
Lieuts, Adams and Barnhart, of the 18th Infantry, were in 
charge of the party.

We have received a private letter from Fort Keogh, Mon- 
tona, which states that ‘five men were wounded here in one 
day by the bursting of the Frankford small arm copper 
cartridges : three had to go to the hospital. Within a week 
two Springfield guns had their breech blocks blown off when 
being fired with this ammunition. Both men firing 
guns came near beiog killed. This ammunition was made 
by the Government, Most of the officers have forbidden 
their men using it.” 





Department of Arizona.—Despatches of May 9, from 
Tombstone, report a revere engagement about April 30, 
between the Mexican forces and the Indians who were in- 
trenched in the Sierra Madras near the Chihuahua line. 
Colonel Garcia commanded the Mexican troopr, after hours 
of hard fighting the troops succeeded in dislodging the In- 
dians from their stronghold and put them to flight. They 
left 11 of their bucks dead on the field, and many Indians 
were observed during the action carrying away their 
wounded. The Mexicans lost three State troopers and two 
Federals killed and eight or nine wounded. A large amount 
of stock which bad been stolen by the Indians in their late 
raids was recaptured and sent to bead-quarters, It is sup- 
posed there were from 150 to 200 Indians engaged. A 
despatch of May 9, from Chicago, adverting to rumors of 
reverses to General Crook's expedition says : ‘‘ The officers 
at General Sheridan’s head-quarters, in thia city, do not 
credit the rumors of a disaster to General Crook's column. 
The War Department had no information in the matter and 
a despatch of May 9, says: Secretary Lincoln has full con- 
fidence in General Crook's judgment and prudence, and is 
satisfied that he knew what he had to encounter before he 
crossed the border. The Secretary is not disposed to credit

at night with both Scylla and Cbarybdis contronting him, Ia 
Lisbon we were visited by the United States miuister and con- 
sul, in whos* honor we fired the customary salute, Plenty of 
liberty was given. Four boys deserted. On April7 we left Lis- 
bon, but having very little wind we anchored in the Tagur, and 
and did not get under way until the 9th. The remainder of the 
passage was made with fine weather. We remain here until 
about the 2ist, when we sail for either New Y. rk or Newport.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue examination in the matter of granting letters of ad- 
ministration upon the estate of Henry D. Warren, one of 
the seamen of the Jeannelle expedition, took place in 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 7, before the Register of Wills. 
The only testimony heard was that of Chief Enginger 
George W. Melville, which was given to establish the death 
of Warren. ‘The latter was in Lieutenant Chipp’s boat, and 
Mr. Melville testified that while making for the Lena Delta 
on September 12, 1881, a squall struck the craft ; he saw ber 
jibe and disappear behind high waves and believed that she 
was then lost ; nothing bas ever been heard of Chipp or his 
boat. The Register witbheld his decision upon the applica- 
tion for letters of administration. 

Tue London World, says: Mr. James Gordon Bennett's 
steam yacht Namouna has had a very narrow escape from 
being totally lost at Villefranche. It appears that Mr. Ben- 
nett, having ordered steam to be got up, put his captain 
and mate on shore, taking charge himself for the avowed 
purpose of showing them bow to handlea yacht. Steam- 
ing out of the habor of Villefranche she al! but collided 
with the French gunboat Hyene; once outside the Mole, 
the Namouna was steered straight for the railway station 
at Villefranchc, and, in consequence, ran full speed ashore 
in a very few moments. Fortunately, the beach where she 
struck was composed chiefly of sand : hence, after discharg- 
ing some forty tons of coal and stores, she was got off by 
some tug boats despatched from Nice, apparently without 
any serious damage. The gunboat Hyene offered assist- 
ance, which, it is understood, was declined, Mr. Bennett 
=— that he ran the vessel ashore for his own amuse- 
ment, 

Commanver Kellogg having been in command of the Tal- 
lapoosa three months over his time—two years fixed in such 
cases—has applied to be relieved. It is not yet known who 
will succeed him if his application be granted. Naval dis- 
cipline having prevailed on board for the time Commander 
Kellogg has had the T'allapoosa, and the vessel having be- 
come to be regarded as something more than a freight boat, 
there is no trcuble in fiuding many officers of his grade who 
would willingly take her. 

Tue Jean Sands, which was run down by a steamer of the 
Old Dominion Line, remains in her present position. In 
view of the apparentiv excessive charges for which the 
wrecking companies offer to do the work, the Secretary of 
the Navy has authorized the Commandant at Norfolk to un- 
dertake the work of raising che Sands and carrying her to 
the Yard. Itis believed that it can be done at much lees 
= with the means within the control of the Comman- 

ant. 

ComMoDORE Semmes, Capt. R. W. Meade, and Comdr. 
Henry L. Howison, of the Board of Inspection of Naval 
Vessels, visited the U. 8. training ship New Hampshire May 
10 in company with Commodore Luce, in command of the 
training squadron, who showed them through the ship. The 
Board afterwards visited Coasters’ Harbor Island, they 
being ordered there to ascertain and report what buildings 
will be necessary for the training system, A salute of eleven 
guns was fired in honor of the Board,

We never hear of 
a lad passionately anxious to be a lawyer, and hiding him- 
self in corners in order to read about the law; nor probably 
is a lad—a small Jad—often found who devotes his days and 
nights to thinking how delightful it must be to be a clergy- 
man, Of engineering they have few ideas outside the notion 
that an engineer, whether civil or otherwise, is an individual 
with a grimy face—a distinct advantage to boys, most of 
whom abhor soap—who stands behind a locomotive and 
makes it go along as fast as he pleases, not to mention whist- 
ling whenever he takes it into his head to enter a tunnel. 
The sea, however, is usually the boy’s longest and most earn- 
est dream. And itis not a httle extraordinary that the 
hardest, the roughest, and, having regard to the rou- 
tine of its discipline aud the character of its members, 
the most prosaic of all callings should stand at the very 
head of the professions as an inspiration of sentiment, of 
poetry, and of romantic fancies.

ous, child-like imagination which flings its wonderful light 
over one of the harshest and most unsympathetic of human 
facts, enriching it to such a degree that even the mature 
mind is captivated by the boyish fancy, and regards the sea 
from the standpoint of the dreaming, enthusiastic lad. —

NATIONAL SOLDIERS’ HOMES. 


Tue report of the National Soldiers’ Homes gives the name 
regiment and State of every person who is or has been an inmate 
of the soldiers’ homes since the beginning of the work. This is 
the first tame that this list has been given to the public. I: con- 
tains the names of 3,340 men from New York regiments who have 
been, or are now, iumates of the homes. It also shows that, at 
the time the report was made, there were nearly 2,000 from New 
York in the homes. From Pennsylvania, the number who have 
been in the nomes 1* 2,100; from Obio, 3,000; trom Kentucky, 
350; from Missouri, 350; from Illinois, 1,200; from Indiana, 1,020; 
from Minnesota, but 60. Dividing these figures into the number 
of troops furnished by the States, it appeare that one out of every 
140 men from New York bave been i tes of the h ; One out 
ot every 175 trom Pennsylvania, one out of every 191 from Con- 
necticut, one in every 225 of the [ilinois men, one in 193 Indiani- 
ans, one in every 227 of Kentucky troops, one in every 126 trum 
Massachusetis, one in each 242 of the Missouri troops, one in 
every 110 Onioans, one in every 210 from Maryland, one in each

PROMOTION. 

Tne question of promotion—always interesting and 
exciting to bot: Army and Navy—is especially agitating 
our naval service just now, because of the proposition 
presented to the last Congress to substitute selection for 
seniority in the promotion of some naval officers. Two 
articles on the question of promotion in the Navy, which 
appeared in the last number of the United Service, 
have been republished in pamphlet form. One of these 
articles is translated from the Rivista Marittima, by 
Lieut. A. G. Berry, U. S. N., and the other from the 
Journal des Sciences Militaires, by Lieut. C. G. Cal- 
kins, U. 8. N., thus enabling us to compare Italian and 
French opinions on this all-important question. 

The two foreign writers agree that seniority should 
be the rule—promotion by selection to be limited to the 
few who demonstrate their special fitness by special 
tests. Promotion by selection, the French writer con- 
tends, would be the only admissible method if it could 
be carried out without error. But, as Marshal de 
Broglie says, ‘‘an angel must preside over the choice 
to enable merit to resist intrigue and favor.” 

The Italian writer lays special stress upon the qualifi- 
cation of youth as a necessity to a successful com- 
mander. From twenty to forty-five is the age of assault, 
he contends, and, among the rare exceptions, that most 
special and recent case of Von Moltke only confirms 
this truth. But youth is a relative term. Farragut was 
over sixty when he put himself at the head of the 
Navy—not by intrigue, not by favor, but by sheer force 
of a universally recognized ability and exceptional en- 
terprise avd boldness in action. John Rodgers was 51 
years old when he commanded the Weehawken in the 
fight with the Atlanta; Winslow over 50 when 
he forced the surrender of the Alabama ; and Semmes, 
the commander of that hitherto successful cruiser, and 
who could not be accused of want of energy and enter- 
prise, was 55. Porter was over 50 before the civil war 
had ended: all beyond the Italian writer’s limit of the age 
of assault. Unquestionably, as he contends, a successful 
commander should be “‘in the full power of bis vital 
forces,” but the limit of possibilities in this regard is a 
wide one, and the tests of fitness for command, asa 
rule, only come with time. We do not believe in pre- 
ferring young men simply because they are young, any 
more than old men simply because they are old. The 
principle of selection which we need most of all to 
apply to our military and naval services is that of 
choosing men without regard to age for the positions 
which give the best opportunity for professional train- 
ing. Unfitness for the military or naval service does 
not imply, as this Italian writer shows, a physical and 
intellectual incapacity in general; but a natural disposi- 
tion to gravitate toward the soft places of the Services, 
instead of to those which give the best opportunity for 
professional training, is an indication that the officer 
has mistaken his calling. The question of promotion is 
4n all important one, undoubtedly, and it is wise to dis- 
cuss it, but thereis danger that it may overshadow in 
the minds of officers the still more important question 
as to how an officer can fit himself for promotion, 
whether it comes or not. It is better that an officer 
should gather the experience, and the physical and 
mental training needed for his profession in a low rank, 
than toescape them in a higher grade. The great defect 
of our system is that it gives too little opportunity for 
the exercise of responsibility and independent judg- 
ment to the young men of the Service. It is absolutely 
essential, if we would have an Army and Navy efficient 
for service in time of war, that we should find a con- 
stant outict for youthful energy and ambition in time 
of peace; not merely in the direction of promotion, but 
in that healthy exercise of the faculties which keeps 
men young. Nothing ages aman like mental or phy- 
sical inactivity, and to one or the other our young 
officers are too largely condemned. 

The tide of military interest and influence is just 
now at dead Jow water, but there is a change for the 
better in prospect. The logic of events will ere long 
compel this country to have a foreign policy. Though 
we follow ever so religiously our rule of not inter- 


when it comes to foreign nations intermeddling with 
our affairs. De Lesseps with his Panama Canal, Grant 
and others with their Mexican railroads, are opening a 
sure future to the American Army and Navy, and our 
young officers who wish to be prepared to take advan- 
tage of the possibilities of the future should bend 
all their energies to securing every opportunity for 
training in the direct line of their profession. ‘‘ While 
Alexander was a boy,” Plutarch tells us, ‘‘ Philip had 
great success in his affairs, at which Alexander did not 
rejoice, but told the children that were brought up with 
him, My father will leave me nothing to do. They an- 
swered, Your father gets all this for you. But what 
good, saith he, will it do me if I possess much and do 
nothing.” 








TueEre is some concern in England lest France, under 
the pretence of a war with China, is seeking to sap 
British power in India from the southeast, while Russia 
pushes on from the northwest. M. Conrad, May 9, 
informed the Committee of the Chamber of Deputies 
on the Tonquin Expedition that 4,000 Annamite or 
Chinese troops attacked Ha-Noi,the capital of Tonquin, 
on March 20, but were repulsed by the French. Capt. 
Kergaradec, tbe French Envoy to Annam, bears a letter 
from President Grevy informing the King of Annam 
that his inability to assure the security of Tonquin com- 
pels France to establish herself definitely there. The 
letter advises the king not to resist, invites him to rec- 
ognize the protectorate of France and guarantees the 
integrity of his dominions. M. Conrad added that the 
French would collect taxes in Annam and install officials 
who were devoted to France. The occupation of the 
Delta, he said, would lead to the possession of the 
whole province. The reinforcements leaving France 
for Tonquin include three batteries of mountain artil 
lery. It is reported that 2,090 Chinese troops have 
been despatched in the direction of Tonquin. 

The Chinese army numbers 1,290,000 men: 300,000 
men of the regular infantry ; 400,000 irregular infantry; 
500,000 cavalry; 17,000 artillery; 32,000 marines; 
30,000 reserves; 11,000 officers. The French naval 
forces at present in Eastern waters available for the 
support of the Tonquin expedition are: One second 
class ironclad, two secon« class cruisers, two third class 
cruisers, three first class gunboats, one second class gun- 
boat, two armed despatch boats, and eight small craft, 
carrying ninety-six guns, ard about 3,000 men. The 
Chinese navy contains the following vessels: Two 
small ironclads of the Jnjlezible type, two cruisers with 
armored decks, two unarmored cruisers, one armored 
gunboat, six frigates, twelve gunboats, thirteen gun- 
vessels, thirteen armed transports, six armed despatch 
boats, and three torpedo boats fitted with spar or 
Whitehead torpedoes. The Chinese Government has 
ordered four torpedo vessels from the Vulcan Arsenal, 
near Stettin, Germany, and they have also just launched 
a secund ironclad corvette built in this establishment, 
and she has received the naire of Chen- Yuen, which 
means & defence against distant enemies. She has a 
displacement when completely armed of 7,500 tons and 
a draught of 19 feet. The hu'l is entirely of iron, and 
possesses a double bottom, divided by partitions into 
two water tight compartinents, destined to protect the 
vessel against the effect of torpedoes and ihe head of a 
ship. The turrets, placed on the deck, are in the form 
of an oblique 8, and are covercd with iron plates of 
from 12 to 14 inches, beLind which is a strong brace of 
teak wood. The extremities of the deck are also iron- 
clad. Each turret is armed with two 30 centimetre 
Krupp guns, to fire in baibette; at the stern and at the 
prow two others are to be placed of 15 centimetres in 
diameter, under steel cup%las, and protected from the 
firing of mitrailleuse and musketry. Lastly, the cor- 
vette possesses a spur and two torpedo boats made of 
galvanised steel. Sine has two engines of 3,000 horse 
power, giving a speed of 14.5 knots, and hydraulic or 
steam engines for doing all of the work on board.

his accounts. An examination by Col. Terrell exhibited 
defalcations to the amount of $5,500. Wasson con- 
fessed this deficit, but claimed to have made up the 
amount and to have been robbed of $24,000. When 
further questioned he finally made a clean breast of the 
whole affair, saying that he had manufactured the story 
to cover his evil doings. He is heavily guarded by so!l- 
diers. It is said that his Iowa bondsmen are good for 
his indebtedness of $5,500 to the Government. He has 
designated the hiding-places of the remaining $18,500, 
and officers have gone after the money. A list of offi 
cers for his Court-martial has been made out, and his 
trial will take place soon.” The $18,500 referred to 
was hidden in Galveston. Irregularities were dicov- 
ered in Major Wasson’s account in his last report to 
Paymaster-General, and, as his previous accounts were 
regulur, it is supposed that ‘his defalcation is of 
recent date. Major Wasson entered the Military 
Academy after seventeen months’ service in the 
84th Iowa Volunteers, and graduated at the head of 
his class in 1871. He was 2d lieutenant, 4th Cavalry, 
June 12, 1871, to July 1, 1872, during the whole of 
which time he was on leave of absence in China and 
Japan. He was a Professor of Mathematics in the 
College Hok Kardi, Japan, and held other offices in 
Japan, including that of Colonel in the Imperial Army 
during the Formosa campaign, for his service in which 
he received the decoration of the ‘‘ Rising Sun.” He 
was appointed Paymaster in the Army Sept. 14, 1876, 
by General Grant, on the solicitation of his son, Colonel 
Fred. Grant, who was in the same class with Wasson 
at West Point. Major Wasson married a daughter of 
Mr. Bingham, Minister to Japan. 








Tue gun manufacturers of this country must have 


? been largely occupied during the past few monthsin an- 


swering official inquiries as to their resources for the 
manufacture of the heavy guns needed for the Army 
and Navy. They were first furnished with a circular 
by the Ordnance Department of the Army, asking for 
information as to their facilities for making steel guns. 
This was followed by a similar circular from the Ord- 
nance Department of the Navy, and last week by one 
from the Naval Advisory Board. Now comes one 
from the mixed board of Army and Navy officers, re- 
cently appointed to inquire into subject of the estab 
lishment of a Government foundry for the manufacture 
of heavy ordnance. 

‘The law under which the board was appointed, not 
only provides for the selection of afsite for the estab- 
lishment of such a foundry, but directs the board to 
inquire into what other methods, if any, should be 
adopted for the manufacture of heavy ordnance adapted 
to modern warfare, the cost of all buildings, tools, and 
implements necessary to be used in the manufacture 
thereof, including the cost of steam hammer, etc. This 
last is the most difficult part of the inquiry. There are 
many available places, both navy-yards and arsenals, 
where a foundry could be built. But it requires some 
investigation to find out what character of machinery, 
tools, implements, etc., we need to make heavy guns. 
The circular sent out by this board to the gun manufac- 
turers calls for information o1 this subject. 
It asks for information as to what additional plant 
and other appliances they will require to be able to 
make a hundred ton gun, the cost of same, etc. 

It is understood that the board is waiting for replies 
to these circulars before making any further inspection 
of yards and arsenals. It is suggested that it would be 
wise for the board to visit some of the large gun manu- 
facturing establishments of Europe before making their 
report: a suggestion to jwhich, it is to be presumed, 
there would be no vbjection on the part of the members 
of the board.

Accordingly Colonel Carr asked for a rehearing by a Court 
of Inquiry, but this request was denied. I[n his letter of 
application, in which he reviews at lepgth the find- 
ings of the previvus court, Colonel Carr makes a 
point which is of interest to every officer, irrespec- 
tive of tho merits of this particular case; that is, with 
reference to the soundness of the opinion expressed by 
the court, that a commanding officer should be held respon- 
sible for the result of a disobedience or neglect of his orders 
by subordinates. Colonel Carr urged, in behalf of the Army 
as well as himself, that it is ‘‘ monstrous” to hold that a 
commander is responsible because a subordinate neglects his 
duty, when he can show that he has given all proper orders, 
taken all care and pains, and is so situated that he cannot 
see that his orders are obeyed. Colonel Carr further 
insisted that the finding in his case was based upon 
insufficient and prejudiced testimony, and presented his 
own statement and that of Lieut. Stanton and Surgeon Mc- 
Creery to show that the interval in his command was not so 
great but that he was able to communicate with Lieut. Stan- 
ton across it by the voice, and that it was not a mistake, as 
it prevented the concentration of fire upon a crowded body 
of men. With the present arms of long range, an interval 
of even a mile in a cavalry command would not be danger- 
ous: as it was, the two companies were within easy sup- 
porting distance ; and the ground between the trail and tke 
foot hills, where the Indians were supposed to be, was open 
and peculiarly adapted for cavalry. Nothing went wrong 
because of the interval, and every precaution was taken to 
prevent the near approach of the Indians that was consist- 
ent with an appearance of friendliness which was necessary 
to avoid a fight. 

The impression that he was lulled into a sense of security 
was, Colonel Carr urged,-due to the fact that he has, as a 
matter of duty, trained himself for years to avoid the ap- 
pearauce of excitement or alarm when in a difficult position. 
He was on the alert at the time of the fight, as he had been 
for the previous two days, and as he expected to be until 
his return to the post, which would occupy three more. 
Three-quarters of kis command were under arms, and the 
rest with theirarms at hand. It was impossible to keep the 
whole command under arms indefinitely without any food or 
sleep. These are the facts which Col. Carr sought to estab- 
lish before another court ; and he explains at length the 
circumstances which prevented, as he urged, his presenting 
the facts befcre the previous court as fully as he should. In 
conclusion, Colonel Carr announced his intention of pre- 
senting charges against Brevet Major General Willcox, which 
we understand, he has since done. 


Secretary Teller is reported as saying that there was 
nothing in the President's order of Saturday last extending 
the boundaries of the Zuni Indian Reservation in New 
Mexico that could serve as a foundation for the opinion said 
to be entertained by friends of Senator Logan in Washing- 
ton, that that order was intended asa blow at the latter, 
whom it was sought to reach through his son-in-law, Pay- 
master W. F. Tucker, of the Army, who was understood to 
be a claimant for a part of the land to be included in the 
reservation. Mr. Teller said the order was issued in conse- 
quence of information contained in a letter from Agent 
Thomas of the Zuni Reservation to the effect that, by sn 
error in the description of the survey made in 1877, a por- 
tion of the lands belonging to the reservation had not been 
included therein. The agent’s letter, he said, conveyed the 
further information that certain Army officers had filed 
claims for the land, but had expressed their willingness to 
abandon these claims if the Government decided that it was 
part of the reservation. The names of the officers, he said, 
were not mentioned in the letter, so that the Department 
did not know thet Mr. Tucker was one of them. 


As no counsel has been engaged to prosecute the claim of 
Maj.-Gen. Pope for the difference of pay between the pay of 
brigadier and major-general, while on duty by assignment 
according‘to his brevet rank, it is not probable that the Court 
of Claims will take any action upon the case at present. 
There are already more cases being urged for action ,by 
counsel than the court can attend to during the present 
term, and of course claims which are simply filed without 
any one to push them forward will be the ones to suffer.

It is understood that at the meeting at Washington of the 
Army of the Potomacthe members of the Society of the 
Army of the James will, in pursuance of a resolution 
adopted at the meeting of the Society of the James, held at 
Detroit in June last, take action on a proposition to disband 
their organization. The ticket of invitation to the 14th An- 
nual Reunion of the Society of the Army of the Potomac is 
an admirable specimen of designing and engraving. Hand- 
some groupings of military and naval emblems adorn the 
sides ; in the centre is the badge of the society, surrounded 
by the badges of the several corps comprising it, and under- 
neath is a picture of the Capitol, with columns of troops 
passing before it. On the sides of the words, ‘‘ Army of the 
Potomac,” are scrolls with the names of McDowell, McClel- 
lan, Pope, Burnside, Hooker, and Meade, and underneath 
them another scroll bearing the legend, ** Bull Run 1861: 
Appomattox 1865.” 

The case of Henry G. Leopold v. the United States was 
argued in the U.S. Court of Claims on the 9th of April. 
Meesrs. J. W. and G. L. Douglass for the claimant and Mr. 
F. H. Howe for the Government. This is the suit brought 
as a test case to determine the status of the forty-six cadet 
engineers who graduated last year and who hold that they 
should not be discharged under the provision of the act of 
August 5, 1882. The counsel for claimant argued that the 
construction placed upon this act by the Secretary is utterly 
inadmissible and erroneous in law as it would be inequitable 
and unfair in its practical operations, ‘ At the time the ac; 
was passed the forty-six cadet engineers, whose status is 
now in controversy, they hold were neither ‘ under-gradu- 
ates’ por were they ‘at the Academy ;’ and by no possible 
‘torture of language’ can this clause be forced to embrace 
hem. Congress has just used the word ‘ graduates’ and 
knew what it meant, and in the vory next clause the word 
sunder-graduates’ is used for the only conceivable purpose 
of distinguishing the persons designated from ‘graduates.’ 
It cannot then for one instant be supposed that by the use 
of this word ‘under-graduate’ Congress intended to include 
any of the seventy-three cadet engineers whom it had in the 
preceding clause just described as ‘ graduates.’ But, unless 
Congress did so intend, then the whole case of the defend- 
ants falls to ground ; and the claimant is not a naval cadet, 
but, on the contrary, he is now, as he was on the 5th of 
August last, a graduated cadet engineer and he is éntitled to 
his salary as established by law.’ The Government’s coun- 
sel acknowledge that the law was badly drawn, but held that 
the Secretary's construction of it was more to their benefit 
than their own, for the reason that they will have no chance 
for receiving commission in the Navy while they occupy the 
isolated position they claim the law has assigned them to. It 
was certain, he argued, that if they did not come uuder the 
provision of the act alluded to they would remain cadet 
engineers as long as they remained in the Service. Decision 
of the court was reserved. 


RECENT DEATHS. 








James Cocnrort, superintendent, under General Q. A. Gill- 
more, U. 8. A., of construction of the fortifications at Fort 
Wadsworth, 8. 1., died there May 3, aged sixty-six. Mr. 
Cocroft-filled the position he held for thirty-six years hay- 
ing been appointed by the late General Robert E. Lee when 
the latter was in command of Fort Wadsworth. The de- 
ceased subsequently served in the same capacity under 
Generals Delafield, Barnard, Prime, and Gillmore. Mr. 
Cocroft was reputed to be the most scientific constructor of 
masonry in this country, and was alsv an excellent mathe- 
matician, computing the dimensions, stability, and weight of 
stones with amazing rapidity off hand. The funeral cere- 
monies took place May 6, from St. Paul’s Memorial Church, 
Tompkinsville, 8. I., and were largely attended. 

Cartan Hotmes O. PAvULDING, assistant surgeon, one of 
the most promising young medical officers uf our Army, 
died at Fort Sidney, Neb., May 1, of rheumatism of the 
heart. It was but last week we publiched the orders trans- 
ferring him from Fort Sidney to Fort Douglas, and adverted 
casually to the several changes of station he has had during 
the past few years, Dr, Paulding was a son of Commander 
Leonard Paulding, U. 8. N., who died at Panama, April 29, 
1867, and a grandnephew of the late Rear Admiral Hiram 
Paulding, U. 8. N. Dr. Paulding entered the Army Novem- 
ber 10, 1874, as a 1st lieutenant and assistant surgeon, being 
promoted captaiu by length of service, Nov. 10, 1879. He 
had a high reputation in his profession, and the Army loses by 
his death a most valuable medical officer. He leaves a wife 
atd two children. The funeral ceremonies took place at Al- 
exandria, Va., Monday, May 8, and, by direction of Genoral 
Sherman, the band of the 2d U. 8S. Artillery and a foot bat- 
tery of that regiment from Washington Barracks served as 
escort on the occasion. The Barracks garrison also fur- 
nished eight stalwart body bearers. There was a large at- 
tendance of relatives and friends at the funeral, the de- 
ceased officer being well known and a great favorite in Wash- 
ington and vicinity. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the Baltimore Sun referring to the 
late Rear-Admiral Edward Middleton, U. 8. N., says: ‘Those 
who knew him intimately were best able to appreciate the 
great gentleness and refinement of his heart. He pos- 


sessed a great depth of cultivation; upon no subject was he 
uninformed, and his erudition was remarkable. As a lin- 
guist he was one of the finest in the country. Loyal and 
brave as a man ; true, kind and sympathetic as a friend, his 
loss is irreparable to his family and friends.” 

Doctor Epwarp LAUDERDALE, a relative of Assistant 
Surgeon J. V. Lauderdale, U. 8. A., of Fort Sully, died of 
paralysis, at-Detroit, April 16, in the 62d year of his age. 
Many of the 13th U. 8. Infantry, and others with whom the 
deceased gentleman served, will hear the news of his death 
with sincere regret. 

Ix the Journat of April 7, p. 823, we published an obitu- 
ary notice of the late Surgeon General J. K. Barnes, U. 8. 
A., with General Sherman’s Orders 22, of April 5, recount- 
ing his military career and his services to his country. Surg. 
General Crane, in a circular dated April 28, 1883, publishes 
an extended notice of the career of his distinguished prede- 
cessor, in the course of which he says : 


The active service of General Barnesin the field and on the 
frontier was unusually extensive and varied; his record in this 
respect comparing favorably with that of any medical officer of 
the Army. His first military duty in Florida during the disas- 
trous Seminole War, brought him face to face with the difficul- 
ties, hardships and dangers of Indian warfare amid the deadly 
swamps and everglades of that inhospitable region. In the war 
with Mexico his field service dates from the first movements ot 
the “ Army of Occupation,” and ends with the final triamph—the 
capture of the City of Mexico. Thronghout these campaigns he 
was conspicuous for his close attention to duty, while his cool- 
ness in danzer, his professional skill and sound judgment com- 
manded for bim the respect, confidence and affection of those 
under his charge. Early in his career his promptness, decision 
and ability attracted the attention of General Twiggs, a close 
observer, who predicted that, should he live, he would attain 
the highest place of honor in his Department. His Army life in 
Texas, on the great plains, and on the Pacific coast, afforded him 
still wider opportunities for observation, experience and educa- 
tion, the value of which his bright and observant mind was 
quick to understand and appreciate. 


He adverts to the influence Gen. Barnes gained with Stan- 
ton by his sterling qualities, and the important result it had 
upon his successful administration of the Medical Depart- 
ment during the war. “In appreciation of the value of his 
services to the medical world, as the Head of the Army 
Medical Department, he was elected an honorary fellow of 
the Medical Society of London, a foreign corresponding 
member of the Academy of Medicine, Paris; an honorary 
member of the Royal Academy of Medicine of Belgium; a 
corresponding member of the Physico-Medical Society of 
Wurzburg, Germany; an honorary member of the Physico- 
Medical Society of the Imperial University of Moscow, and 
an honorary member of the Medical Society of the 
Caucasus.” 


Tue Leavenworth Times reports the death, at Fort Win- 
gate, N. M., of Captain William Auman, 13th U. 8, Infantry, 
but up to Friday no official information of the fact had been 
received at the War Department. In Apri), 1861, he en- 
listed in Company B, 25th Infantry Volunteers, from Penn- 
sylvania, He afterwards served in the 48th Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers as a non-commissioned officer, Lieutenant. 
and Captain, and was honorably mustered out July 17, 1865. 
He received the brevet of Captain April 2, 1865, for gallant 
and meritorious service before Petersburg. On the 11th of 
May, 1866, he was appointed 2d Lieutenant of the 13th U. 
8. Infantry, promoted ist Lieutenant October 5, 1867, and 
Captain March 26, 1879.

THE CASE OF WALKER A. NEWTON. 


Tue facts in the case of Walker A. Newton have 
been very fully set forth heretefore in the JouRNAL. 
He was dropped from the Army for desertion July 25, 
1870, and from that time the Department had no official 
knowledge of him until he turned up with a demand 
for reinstatement. In deciding adversely upon his 
claim, the Court of Claims say in the opinion, to which 
we have before alluded : 


Claimant now contends that the order dropping him from the 
rolls is void for two reasons— 
First. Because the order was not made in pursuance of a sen- 
tence of a Court-martial, as required by the act of July 13, 1566 
(14 Stat. L., 92, now the last clause of section 1229 of the Revisea 
Statutes). This act provides that— 
“No officer in the military or naval service shall in time of 
peace be dismissed from the service except upon and in pur- 
suance of a sentence of a Court-martial to that effect.’’ 
Secon |. Because on his application for atrial under the act of 
March 8, 1865 (13 Stat. L., 489, now section 1230 of the Revised 
Statutes), a Court martial was not convened within six montis, 
That section is as tollows: 
“ When any officer dismissed by order of the President makes 
in writing an application for trial, setting forth, under oath, that 
he bas been wrongfully dismissed, the President shall, as soon as 
the necessities of the service may permit, convene a Court-mar- 
tial to try such officer on the charges on which he shall have 
been dismissed. And if a Court-martial is not so convened within 
six months from the presentation of such application for trial 
° the order of dismissal by the President shall be void.” 
Here we have three aifferent acts of Congress, not altogether 
harmonious, bearing upon the case: First, the act of 1865, giving 
a dismissed officer the right of trial by Court-martial; second, 
the act of 1866, forbiddiog di:missals without a Court-martial; 
and, third, the act of 1870, authorizing the President to drop from 
the rolls of the Army any officer absent from duty without leave 
for three months. 
The history of these provisions explains the want of harmony. 
The act of July 17, 1862 (12 Stat. L., 596, section 17), authorized / 








the President to dismiss officers as he saw fit. It was supposed 


to be a war necessity. As the war approached its close, the act 
of March 3, 1865, was passed to restrain the unlimited power of 
dismissal. After the war was over, the act of July 13, 1866, was 
passed, repealing the act of 1862 altogether, but left the restrain- 
ing act of 1865 remaining upon the statute-books, but with noth- 
ing which it could restrain. This repealing act of 1856 provided, 
as an additional safeguard to officers, that no officer should 
dismissed except upon the sentence of a Court-martial. These 
three acts are re-enacted in the Revised Statutes. The acts of 
1870 and 1866 are put together as section 1229, and tho restraining 
act of 1865 is by itself as section 1230. As they now stand section 
1229 provides that the President may drop from the rolla certain 
officers, and then that it must be done only by the sentence of a 
Court-martial; and section 1230, that officers dismissed by the 
phan shall be entitled to be subsequently tried by a Court- 
martial. 

Whatever may be the construction to be placed upon these 
provisions since they have been brought together in the Revised 
Statutes, we are of the opinion that the act of 1870 was intended 
to give to the President a fresh grant of power to be exercised at 
the time, independent of the acts of 1865 and 1866. 

But whatever may be the construction of these several acta, 
either before or after revision, we are of the opinion that an offi- 
cer illegally or wrongfully dropped from the rolls by the Presi- 
dent, under the act of 1870, should demand his restoration or 
make his application for trial by Court-martial within a reason- 
able time. Long delay, by g pr ti and appoint 
ments, may work great confusion in the Army Register and great 
injury to many Wit disapp and facts are 
forgotten. In this case the claimant waited nine years before 
making his application. During all this time he did not report 
himself to the Department, neither rendered nor offered to 
render any service, made noclaim to the office or its pay, and 
now gives no good reason for his long silence. Under these 
circumstances, in our opinion, the law should presume acqui- 
escence, 

To declare the order of the President void at this late day, and 
thus authorize the claimant to draw pay from May, 1869, amount- 
ing, as he claims to $16,800, would be paying a great price for 
negligence of duty while in the Service, and greater negligence 
of his ~ jee rights after he was dropped, The petition is 
dismissed. 














NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

Ordnance Notes 238 contain the report of the Ordnance 
Board which met at Springfield Armory in June, 1882, to ex- 
amine certain Springfield rifles, to discover, if possible, the 
cause of the swelled and burst barrels of said rifles. Notes 
No. 248 contain an interesting article on ‘‘The Forts of To- 
day,” by Major E. M. Lloyd, R. E., taken from the Journal 
of the Roval United Service Institution; Notes 249, ‘The 
Future of Electric Lighting,” by St. George Lane Fox, Esq.; 
No. 251, an article on ‘‘ Vauban and Modern Sieges,” taken 
from the Quarterly Review ; No. 254, ‘‘The Tactics of In- 
fantry in Battle,” by Colonel Sir Lumley Graham. No. 252 
reprints the interesting article by Ensign Charles C. Rogers, 
U.S. N., of the office of Naval Intelligence, Navv Depart- 
ment, on “Operations of the British Navy and Transport 
Service during the Egyptian Campaign, 1882.” 

“The Fortification and Defence of the Franco-German - 
Frontier,” is the title of a pamphlet recently translated into 
French from the German of an officer holding a high posi- 
tion in the Prussian staff. The necessity of respecting the 
neutrality of Belgium and Switzerland would, the writer 
shows, limit the line of possible conflict to the 240 kilome- 
tres between Luxemburg and Switzerland. The Germanr, 
whose system of mobilization is much more rapid than the 
French, would deploy on the frontier at the first signal of 
war. The French army would concentrate behind the Upper 
Moselle and the Vosges, and would take up a defensive poai- 
tion under the cannon of their forts to prevent the immedi- 
ate advance of the enemy into the interior of their country. 
This position would enable them to complete the concentra- 
tion of their forces on the banks of the Vosges. It is there 
that the first great collisions would take place, whether the 
French army took the offensive or whether the Germans 
traversed the enemy’s lines. The Germans, if victorious, 
would there march upon Paris. But the capital would be 
strongly fortified, and the siege long and difficult. - It would 
first be necessary to destroy the French army, which, after 
its defeat on the frontier, would retire in a southwest direc- 
tion on Dijoa and Langres, where it would fird a good posi- 
tion for a durable defence. As long as this army held its 
position, the Germaps, menaced on their flanks aod in rear, 
could not advance to Paris. During this time a second 
French army, coming from the North, menaced the German 
lune of retreat, and a third, gathered together in the vicin- 
ity of Fontainebleau, would cover Paris. In the event of 
defeat befalling the first and second armies, the third, not 
running any risk of being cut off from Paris, could retire on 
the capital and actively aid in its defence,

‘‘ Leprosy in the Hawaiian Islands,” Leretofore published in 
the ‘‘American Journal of the Medical Sciences.” 

“‘The American Grain and Provision Chart,” New York, 
Wemple and Co., gives fully and clearly ali the usefal facta 
concerning our cereal crops, and the hog products, not only 
in figures, but also in colored diagrams and lines, for the 
past five years. ‘I'he crops are given by States, and the ex- 
ports are shown from New York and all other ports, while 
the price lines are for the New York and Chicego markets, 
The chart also contains diagrams showing the comparative 
crops of wheat and corn of every grain-growing country in 
the world. As this is the only comprehensive chart of the 
kind, and the figures are all official, it must be a necessity to

**The enc 0 ed in your letter are the same that are held 
by the family here.” Wasbingtonneither in his private 
or public correspondence makes mention of any con- 
nection between his arms and our flag, as he would have 
been likely to have done, had there been any, for he 
would have been proud of such connectivn, and there 
is no allusion to the subject in the published correspon- 
dence or diaries of any of his contemporaries. In the 
Washington arms the stars are red on a white field; in 
our flag blue on a white field, 

The stripes, I imagine, were adopted as an easy and 
cheap expedient, to convert the English red ensign into 
something that could be distinguished from it on the 
battle-field, possibly by sewing white stripes across. In 
the act ov resolution, establishing the Stars and Stripes, 
the Stars are expressly stated to represent 2 new con- 
stellation. ‘lo quote from my own book; ‘‘ It will pro- 
bably never be known who designed (page 265 of His. 
of the Flag) our union of Stars—the records of Con- 
gress being silent upon the sudject and there being no 
mention or suggestion of it in any of the voluminous 
correspondence or diaries of the time, public or private. 
which have been published.” 

The Douglas arms bear on a shield argent a chief 
azure and three mullets (five-pointed stars) argent 
which 1s more like our umon than the red mullets on a 
white chief of the Washington arms. The pamphlet 
and plate to which ‘‘Nominis Umbra” refers, is not 
correct as to the pedigree of Washington and in other 
particulars, @. &.: 2. 


EXTRA AND DAILY DUTY DETAILS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


By keeping this matter before the public some “ good 
may come out of Nazareth.” The question is a plain 
one—What number of men at a post shall be allowed t> 
be reported on extra end daily duty? Who shall deter- 
mine this—the post commander, knowing the needs of 
his command, subject to daily changes, or the depart- 
ment commander 1000 miles away ? Is not the post com- 
mander more interested in keepiug up his post than the 
department commande: ? If not he should be relieved. 
The principal point to arrive at is to have as many men 
for ‘‘duty” as possible to make the guard duty light, 
as in your last JourNaL reference was made to this 
duty—age-ing soldiers—and so it does. As far as drills, 
target practice, etc., go, each man has his share ata 
well-regulated post. So the guard system is the matter 
to be looked at. I know one commanding officer whose 
first question to his orderly on reporting is, ‘‘ How 
many nights in bed have you had?” If not at least five 
to six, there is areduction at some place. To say that 
only a certain portion of a command can be reported on 
daily duty is in effect to forbid a vost commander from 
keeping his post in condition. If the post commander 
reports on paper that number, but employs more tha ac- 
tually necessary to keep his command and post with all 
its departments in order, could he be tried aud found 
guilty of neglect of duty? He might be found guilty 
of disobedience of orders, but ‘‘ no criminality attached 
thereto,” he showing that it was absolvtely necessary 
to have certain details not allowed. On the other hand, 








by having too few teamsters, mechanics, etc., 
and. carrying out strictly the order, entailing 
loss of property by want of repair, and 


animals run down for want of care, could he be held 
responsible by au inspector for the condition of affairs? 
Take either position, you are in trouble; and a simple 
plan is for the War Department, in an order, to state 
what men are allowed on daily duty at a post in a com- 
pany, any special exception for temporary detail to be 
regulated by application to the Department com- 
mander. 

There is no reason why an order from Headquarters 
of the Army should not regulate these matters for the 
whole Army. Average the daily duty men for a post, 
company, and troop (the extra duty being fixed by 
the allotments of moneys toa post). Thus they would 
be equalized in various departments—what is now so 
difficult ; or, still better, a post commander would be 
held strictly responsible for the condition of his com- 
mand, in every particular. Don’t bamper him with 
orders, which, if carried out at all times and under all 
circumstances, are bound to result in injury to the Ser- 
vice in one way or another.

KEEPING WARM IN THE FAR NORTH. 


I reached home on the 13th, the coldest weather I 
experienced on the trip being on the 13th, when, about | 
two hours before sunrise, the thermometer indicated 53 | 
deg. Fahrenheit. That day 1 made a journey of twenty- 
five miles, riding most of the way on the sledge, and at 
no time during that day did I feel uncomfortable, the

I attribute this almost wholly to the Es- 
quimaux reindeer clothing and constant living in a 
snow igloo like the natives, where the temperature is 
never above freezing, and generally 10 to 15 degrees 
below that point.

fort. Once only did I learn the lesson of caution. 
a passing reindeer, the wind blowing s:iffly in my face, 
and the thermometer 37 degrees Fahrenheit, when the 
persistert refusal of the frozen gunlock to work per- 
fectly kept my hand exposed much longer than I had 
intended. When I attempted to use it again it seemed 
paralyzed, and, looking at it, I noticed that the skin was 
as white as marble. Toolooah, who was beside me, no- 
ticed it at the same time, and with an Innuit exclama- 
tion of surprise, hastily doffing both his mittens, 
grasped it between his warm hancs, and then held it 
against his warmer body under his coo-le-tah, or Esqui- 
maux coat. It soon resumed its functions, and 
although I felt for some time as though I was holding 
on to a hornet’s nest, I experienced no mcre serious re- 
sults than a couple of ugly-looking blisters where the 
iron of the gun had come in contact with the bare 
hand. The reindeer escaped. As the reindeer cloth- 
ing is the warmest in the Arctic, so it makes the warm- 
est bedding, two large skins made into a long coffin-like 
bag, or sack, the hair side in, being a sufficient protec- 
tion in the coldest weather when in a properly con- 
structed ingloo. When the first severe cold came at 
North Hudson Bay, I was sleeping under a blanket, 
and two fine buffalo robes, which I found, as the ther- 
mometer sank below 30 to 40 degrees Fahrenheit, to be 
inadequate to secure comfort, until I procured a rein- 
deer sleeping bag, weighing not half as much, after 
which cold nights were no longer dreaded. The robe 
of the American bison seems under the least provoca- 
tion to become damp, and then freezes as stiff asa piece 
of soleleather. Once spoiled in this manner, it is diffi- 
cult to dry it and restore it to its former pliability in 
the low temperature of an igloo. The furs of the bea- 
ver and muskrat I found to be equally unsuitable in our 
mode of life, and I believe that all the other furs of the 
temperate zone would have shared the same opinion if 
tested in the same practical way.—Lieut. Schwatka, in 
Forest and Stream.

THE EUROPEAN STATION. 


Arrival of the Lancaster at Antwerp—An Ovation upon 
Leaving Havre—Extract from English Paper—Graves- 
end next. 


U. 8. Fuacsare LANcAsTER, 
ANTWERP, BeLGiem, April 22, 1883. | 


The Lancaster, after having a good rest at Havre, sailed 
with no little regret on the 17th of April and arrived in the 
Scheldt, or Schelde, as it is sometimes called, the next after- 
noon, and up the river without communicating with 
Flushing (Vlissingen), at its mouth, further than to exchange 
pilots, the Antwerp pilot being in waiting by telegraphic 
instruction, At dark, the ship was anchored below the bar, 
at Hanswesthaven, to await the morning flood-tide, as there 
is but about sixteen feet at low water at this the shoalest 
part of the channel to Antwerp. We needed at least twenty 
feet, and a half dozen other ships similarly situated, soon 
gathered about us. 

Next morning, we steamed up to the busy city without the 
assistance of tngs, which persistently tendered their services, 
and moored in the middle of the river, nearly opposite the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame. The usual salutes and ceremon- 
ies took place, and those officers and men who can be spared 
from their duties are now exploring the former hunting 
grounds of Rubens and Van Dyck and the lace-making capi- 
tal of the Be!gians, which, by common consent, is pro- 
nounced a beautiful and interesting city. The famous tield 
of Waterloo, near Brussels, is also receiving attention, and 
the various mess tables will be enlivened for sometime to 
come by narratives of what ‘‘ the little Corporal,” ‘‘ the Iron 
— and brave Blucher did and where they did it, June 18, 
1815. 

Our stay here will probably not exceed a week, and there- 
fore the departure can hardly be such a memorable event as 
that from Havre, upon which the loca! journals are still 
commenting. The subjoined exiract from the London 
Globe, of April 19, will give some idea of the demonstration 
which was made, and of the events of the last few days 
in the seaport of Paris which concerns us: 

A correspondent, writing from Havre, yesterday, says: At 6 Pr. 
M., laat evening, the Lancaeter, flagship of the United States fleet, 
Capt. Gherardi,with Admiral Baldwin on board, lett here for Ant- 
werp. This ship, after having been at Alexandria during our 
bombardment of that town, arrived some six weeks ago, and dur- 
ing her stay here the officers and men have made themselves 
most popular. It is rare, indeed, that anything moves the 
money-grubbing community of this commercial town, but by 
common accord brokers deserted their beloved Bourse, and, to- 
gether with their families, thronged the pier at 5.30 to witness 
the departure of the gallant Yankees. Much waving of handker- 
chiefs from heartbroken belles left behind, and cheer after cheer 
greeted the L ter, as she slowly steamed out of the harbor, 
her band playing “‘Auld Lang Syne,” and officers and men re- 
=e to the ringing cheers by counter cheers and the waving 
of their caps. Once outside the harbor she fired asalute of 21 guns 
in rapid succession and good time. This was replied to by guns 
freia the harbor fort. The Lancaster remained outside till this 
desultory firing ceased, and then, after a final broadside of adieu, ' 
steamed away en route for Antwerp, whence, after a short stay, 
she proceeds to Gravesend, and, after remaining a week there, 
goes to Cronstadt,in order that Admiral Baldwin and staft may 
represent America at the coronation of the Emperor of Russia on 
June 10. Considering the very cordial hospitality invariably 
offered to Englishmeu when visiting America, it would be a suit- 
able compliment if certain naval and military clubs courteously 
made Admiral Baldwin and the officers of the Lancaster honorary 
members during the time the vessel remains at Gravesend. 

On the day previous to their departure from Havre, the officers 
of the Lancaster gave a most charming afternoon dance on board 
their ship, and in the evening a concert, together with a nigger 
minstrel entertainment, etc., at which their very excellent band 
discoursed much sweet music. Resides the above, the officers 
have on various and many occasions entertained much during 
their sojourn at Havre; so much so, indeed, that Mr. F. Bernal 
(her Britannic Majesty’s consul at Havre), in conjunction with 
Mr. Allen Ball and Mr. A. Montgomery-Moore, gave a sumptuous 
banquet to the officers of the Lancaster, a8 a small return to 
their hospitable triends. The American and Dutch consuls were 
also present as guests. The admiral and captain were unavoid- 
ably absent, being detained at Paria; but Lieut.-Comdr. Forsyth, 
Lieut, Graham, Fieg.-Lieut. Paul, and others made mest excel- 
lent speeches, The former, in ng the Queen’s heaith, 
spoke most enthusiastically of Hor Majesty, and said that in no 
part of the world was she more honored, more reverenced, and 
more beloved than in America. He then alluded to the good 
feeling that existed between the officers of the Royal Navy and

“The Minister” referred to is the Rev. Wm. F. Morrison, 
chaplain, who was among the guests, as were Pay Inspector 
Edwin Stewart, Capt. Cochrane, U. 8. M. C., and Ensigns 
Rodgers and Quinby. Mr. Stewart responded to the toast, 
‘*Our Guests,” and Capt. Cochrane to “‘ The Ladies.” Sir 
Seaton Gordon, who was one of the guests, caused a great 
deal of merriment by proposing ‘‘ The Navy and Royal Ma- 
rines of the United States,” which little mixture of terms 
was courteously corrected by an accomplished officer seated 
near him. “ Zoyal” marines, not “royal,” answered 
better. 

As to the number of people who assembled to see the ship 
off, there is a difference of opinion. Some persons estimate 
the crowd at twice six thousand. The quay and jetty for 
over half a mile was solidly lined on the north side from 
three to six ranks in depth, and every available perching 
place was occupied. The ‘‘Marseillaise” started the cheer- 
ing avd waving of hats and handkerchiefs, and that was fol- 
lowed by ‘‘ Good-bye, Sweetheart.” It was a handsome 
tribute to the flag, and the officers and the enlisted men of 
the ship, and was highly appreciated. 








FINDING OF A COURT OF INQUIRY.

** facts”: 


“That Captain John N. Craig, 10th Infantry, marched off guerd 
on the 16th of March, 1883; that he entered the office of Lieut. 
Colonel H. R. Mizner, 10th Infantry, the commanding officer, in 
company with 2d Lieutenant Victor E. Stottler, 10th Iufantry, the 
new officer of the day; that Lieutenant Colonel Mizner, in ac- 
kuowledging the reports of the officers of the dey, called the at- 
tention of Captain Craig to his visits to the guard as being so 
near reveille, and not in accordance with regulations and customs 
of service; that Captain Craig protested against this imputation 
of neglect of duty; that Lieutenant Colonel Mizner then charged 
him with neglect of or slighting duty, in that, from February 23 
to March 16, 1883, the present Guard Report Book would not show 
asingle visit of his (Captain Craig's) as officer of the day to his 
guard between ‘tattov’ and 5 o’clock a. M.; that for five ccnsecu- 
tive tours as officer of the day he had made the following visits 
to the guard, at the following times: February 26, 1883, 6 o'clock 
A. M.; March 3, 1883, 5.55 o’clock A. M.; March 7, 1883, 5.55 o’clock 
A. M.; March 10, 1883, 6 o’clock a. m.; March 16, 1833, 6.40 a. M.; 
that up to March 15th reveille was at 6 30 o'clock a. M.; that it is 
now at 6 o’clock a. M.; that day break was a iew minutes before 
six o’clock on or about the 16th ult.; that Lieut, Colonel Mizner 

idered it y and did administer a reproof to Captain 
Craig for neglecting his duty as officer of the day; that the tone 
of either was uot such as to call forth any comment ; that both 
were a little excited, but neither overstepping the bounds of 
courtesy; that the conversation was heard in part by Lieutenants 
Stiles and Stuttler and one enlisted man; that the commanding 
olficer having discovered that another officer had made two visits 
to the guard just betore reveille; that, upon such discovery, he 
issued order No. 21, of March 16, 1883; thatthe order was not 
pointed to Major Craig.”’ 


The court then rendered the ‘‘ opinion”: 


“ That the systematic visiting of the guard, just before reveille, 
by Captain Craig, was not a prcper compliance with the regula- 
tions governing the subject; that the reproof administered to 
him by his commanding officer, Lieutenant Colonel Henry R. 
Mizner, 10th Infantry, was a proper one under paragraph 865, 
Army Regulations; that the order issued by the commanding 
officer giving bis view of the manner in which the guard 
should be visited at nignt was a proper one under the circum- 
stances.” 
Major General Hancock, in reviewing the case, approves 
the proceedings, and says : 
The Department Commander is unable fully to concur in the 
findinge and opinion of the court. Capt. Craig had regularly re- 
ported to the post commander on each occasion when be came off 
daty as officer of the day, and had duly entered in the “ Guard 
Report Book” the time when he had inspected the guard. The 
post ccmmander was, therefore, fully informed, and Capt. Craig 
had reason to believe that he had performed his tours in an ac 
ceptable manner. If the post commander had considered that 
Capt. Craig had not visited the guard within the time required 
by Army Regulations, it was bis duty on the first occasion to 
have invited his attention to the subject, and, if necessary, to 
have stated his own interpretation of the Regulation, but not to 
wait until, at least, the filth recurrence, and then, in a public 
manner, on an official occasion and in the presence or hearing of 
commissioned officers and of an enlisted man,to reprove him 
for an alleged neglect of duty,in not visiting the guard between 
certain hours. Existing Army Regulations prescribe as to the 
performance of guard duty by an officer of the day, that (para- 
graph 354) ‘‘the officer of the day visits the guard during the 
ay at such times us he may deem necessary, and makes his 
rounds at night at Jeast once after 12 o’clock. Tuis is a statement 
in a condensed form of the Army Regulations of 1821, once ap- 
proved by Congress (Article 43, paragraph 1), which prescribed 
that “every guard will be superintended by the officer of the 
day under whom it mounts, who will visit the guard and its sen- 
tinels once before sunset, and again between midnight and day- 
break, and as much oftener as may be necessary or may be re- 
quired.”’ As the post commander fixed no special time whea the 
guard should be visited, the time of such visit rested wholly in 
the discretion of the officer of the day, provided it took piace 
between midnight and daybreak. The arguments which may be 
advanced as to the expediency of inspecting a guard late in the 
night are as strovg as those in favor of an inspection soon after 
midnight, ani, in the absence of special and exceptional orders, 
the Regulations leave the subject to the discretion of the officer, 
who, by his rank and experience, is deemed qualified for duty as 
the officer of the day. At the same time, if the officer of the day 
a) ways visits his guard at a fixed time, or just before reveille, 80 
that the time of his inspecti may bly be calculated 
upon by the guard, it is plain that the principal object of such 
visitation, as contemplated by Army Regulations, would be de- 
feated. On the subject of censure, itis to be remarked that, if 
ever necessary, it ought never to be administered in an excited 
and angry . Thei of post orders No. 21, immedi- 
ately aiter the official interview, might, with propriety, be cou- 
sidered by Capt. Craig as intended as a public reflection on the 
manner in which he had, individually, performed duty as officer 
ot the day. It was notaspecific order to visit the guard ata 
particular time between midnight and daybreak, but merely a0 
expression ot opinion from the post commander on a subject left 
to the discretion of the officer of the day, in the absence of spe- 
cific orders. No further action is deemed necessary.

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DECORATION DAY. 


Tue arrangements for a proper observance of Decoration 
Day in New York City are about completed. Major-General 
Hancock wrote this week to the committee that he would 
order from Fort Hamilton, to take part in the parade, the 
Light Battery, the Band, anda battalion of foot troops con- 
sisting of two batteries of artillery, each about 50 strong. 
The Light Battery will march to New York on the 30th inst., 
and the foot battalion and band will be brought to the city 
on the Government steamer Chester A. Arthur.

Art., from Fort Schuyler. Gen. R. H. Jackson, U. 8. A., 
it is understood. will command a division in the parade, 
and Gen. Shaler has given orders to the 1st Division of the 
National Gaard to participate. The formation will be in 
close column, the heads resting on 5th avenue, as follows: 
1st Brigade on West 5ist street, 2d and 1st Batteries on West 
50th street, 2d Brigade on West 49th street. The division in 
column will move in the order specified, at 9.30 a. m., down 
5th avenne to the Worth Monument, where the honors of a 
marching salute will be tendered to the President of the 
United States, and continue the march down 5th avenue to 
and through 14th street, to and around Union square, to and 
through Broadway to Canal street, wbere the parade will be 
dismixsed. 








WRECK OF THE SAN FRANCISCO. 


Tue death of Captain Robert Creighton recently, at Ant- 
werp, recalls tLe thrilling incidents of the wreck of tbe 
steamship San Francisco, Jan 5, 1954. That vessel left New 
York December 23 as a transport, laden with United States 
troops and supplies. Among these was the 3d Artillery 
Regiment, Colonel Gates commanding, which was ordered 
from Fort Columbus to California, on which errand the ves- 
sel sailed for San Francisco, it being her first voyage. Her 
machinery had been constructed ou certain new principles, 
which were the theme of much comment at the time, 
eepecially among those who embarked on her for a voyage 
around Cape Horn. 

it wad been inteuded to ship besides a number of dragoon 
recruits, but the day before sailing smallpox broke out 
among the soldiers, and the order was countermanded. 
When off Cape Hatteras the San Francisco encountered a 
terrific gale which lasted several days, during which she be- 
came disabled, sprang aleak, and was with difficulty kept 
afloat. In response to hor signals the English ship Three 
Belis, Captain Creighton, bound for Liverpvol, came to her 
rescue, but the sea was too heavy to permit communication 
between the vessels except by signalling. Later the barque 
Kilby and the Antarctic hove in sight. The thrilling words 
‘IT will stand by you,” which were signalled by Captain 
Creighton to those on the sinking ship, became historical, 
and are still well remembered by many. For seven terrible 
days and nights of unabated storm Creighton made good his 
promise, and when, finally, the weather rendered it safe, he 
took on board what remained of seven hundred officers and 
soldiers, a few keing rescued by the Kilby and Antarctic, 
about half of which number had perished by being swept from 
the decks of the ill-fated vessel. Colonel John W. T. Gar- 
diner, commanding the force of dragoons, who was among 
the rescued, died September 27, 1879. The gallant conduct of 
Captain Creighton elicited a vote of thanks by Congress, and 
many genercus testimonials from other sources signified the 
appreciation by the American people of his act. He received 
several gold medals, and was entertained at several public 
dinners while in this country. 








SHOOTING OF THE BRITISH ARMY. 


Tuz London Figaro says: “Should the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Musketry Instruction be 
adopted, it is generally believed at the clubs that the 
shooting of the army will eventually attain a high stand- 
ard. Hitherto only 90 rounds of ball ammunition per 
annum have been issued to soldiers, but the committee 
recommends 300 rounds, thus trebling the former scale. 
The companies are to be trained annually by the company 
Officers, and it is enjoined that subalterns should be required 
to pass through a practical course of musketry before they 
are considered eligible for promotion to the rank of captain. 
The annual course of instruction is to be divided into two 
parts—the first part as at present, but the second is to be of 
@ more practical nature. The committee recommends the 
abolition of the army prize of £20 for good shooting, and of 
the silver medal, but it would encourage rifle clubs in every 
way, especially by allowing ammunition to be purchased 
from the government stores at as low a rate as possible, It 
would raise the standard for marksmen, and it is recom- 
mended that every man attaining the new standard should 
be specially paid. With regard to the cavalry, it is suggested 
that every regiment should be allowed a permanently paid 
musketry officer and a sergeant-instructor, but the troops 
should be, as in the infantry, instructed by the troop officers. 
The wilitia recruits, it is recommended, should be trained 
in precisely the same manner as line recruits, while other 
militiamen should be given 60 rounds of ammunition a year 
with additional instruction. It is not considered that the 
present range accommodation is adequate, and it is sug- 
gested that more ranges should be provided. Finally, the 
committee urges that general officers should be required to 
give more attention in their confidential reports than has 
hitherto been the practice to the musketry training of the 
regiments under their command.” 








VETERAN REUNION IN THE SHENANDOAH. 


Tue Excursion of veterans the coming autumn to the 
Shenandoah Valley, under the auspices of the 14th New 
Hampshire Regiment, will occupy about eight days, the start 
being made September 15. A memorial service will be held 
over the graves of the slain in the National Cemetery Sep- 
tember 19, the anniversary of the battle of Winchester, on 
which occasion Gen. Sheridan will, it is expected, be preeent. 
The party will camp one night in Washington, affording 
opportunity for inspecting the familiar and famous spots in 
the National Capital. The camp of the second night will be 
located : n the heights of Harper's Ferry. For two nights 
the rendezvous will be on the battlefield of Winchester, giving 
ample time for a visit to the many adjacent points of historic 
interest. One night will be spent on the field of Cedar 
Creek. The last camp will be on Fisher’s Hill, the cele- 
brated stronghold of the rebel army. Returning, the med 
will have nearly all of one day in the city of New York. 
Confederate soldiers, who are thoroughly familiar with the 
ground, have volunteered to act as guides on the several 
fields. No part of the South is so full of natural beauties as 
the Shenandoah Valley, and the season selected for the trip 
is the most delightful of the year.

AMERICAN SHIPS. 


In an interview with a N. Y. Herald reporter on Monday 
last, May 7, Captain Gorringe stated that five vessels 
were building at his ship-yard (four steamers and one sail- 
ing ship) and that they were getting ready to build threo 
more. He said American ships can be operated just as 
economically as foreign ships and they can certainly be built 
at a price low enough to rua in competition with foreign 
ships. He also stated that he was not above building coal 
barges or canal boats or iron coasters ‘‘ and I hope to keep my 
yard fully employed by the help of such jobs, and I know 
that if I can get enough of them that will enable me to 
charge considerably less per ton for building large steam- 
ers.” When asked “if there was any difference in our 
methods of iron ship building and those used in England?” 
he said “there has been a very great difference ; but our 
most energetic builders are gradually coming to the English 
methods of piece work. In England the builder designs his 
ship and orders the iron for her cut to the requisite lengths 
and shapes.- That is then brought to the yard and different 
men thereupon contract with the builder for shaping it, 
punching it and erecting it in the ship. Others contract for 
rivetting it togsther, and about eighty per cent. of the labor 
put into a ship in England is this kind of piece work, done 
by separate contracts. You can very well understand that 
@ man will do twice as much work if he is working for a 
boss on shares than if he were working by the day for a 
shipbuilder, All the builder has to do is to furnish the tools 
and furnaces and to secure a proper inspector of the work 
done. I am irtroduciog this system in every department of 
my yards,” When asked «bout the advertisement for the propo- 
sals: for the new U. &. cruisers, Capt. Gorringe said: “ I notic 
that the department calls for several vessels, and the sec- 
ond paragraph of the advertisement seems to require that 
bidders shali be prepared to build both bull and engines of 
these ships, or engines only. If it means this it excludes 
all but three of the shipbuilders of this country, for only 
three of our iron ship yards are fitted to build both huila and 
engines. Bat Iam not discouraged about this. I mean to 
put in my bids, and I may say that I have already arranged 
with one of the most competent engine builders in this 
country to build the engine if my bid should be accepted by 
the Department. About four-fifths of the English war ves- 
sels have their hulls built in the government dockyards. 
Hull building and engine building, though closely allied, are 
essentially different businesses.” When asked his opinion 
about the new cruisers, Comdr. Gorringe replied : 

Ido not think the Department calls for adequate speed to make 
them efficient cruisers. The highest sea speed required is, I see, 
fourteen knots an hour, which nowadays cannot be considered 
fast enough to keep out of the way of a modern ship of superior 
force, It has been demonstrated conclusively that high rates of 
speed for ocean steamers are not only possible but wil] be had. 
Several of transatlantic steamers have averaged fifteen kuots an 
hour for a whole passage, and some of them attain as high as 
seventeen knots an hour. A man-of-war, to be effective for us, 
must be able to catch such steamers. Tue English have now a 
man-of-war—a frigate—which steams eighteen and a quarter 
knots. She has done it, and they are building more such ships. 
What would be the use of our cruisers going at the highest mean 
sea speed of fourteen knots against such ships as these or against 
the fast transatlantic steamers now in use which, in case of war, 
would be turned into cruisers by the Eaglish government? In 
other respects, so far as I can judge from the advertisement, the 
vessels appear to be well designed. But I must say that in the 
important matter of speed, they are totally inadequate. No one 
wiil deny that we can do as well as they on the other side, and on 
the other side torpedo boats have recently been constructed 
which have steamed for three consecutive hours at the average 
rate of twenty-two knots an hour. Itisa well-known fact that 
the larger a vessel the easier itis to drive her at a high rate of 
speed, and it is safe to aay that if you can drive a 300-ton torpedo 
boat twenty-two knots an hour you can drive a 4,500-ton ship at 
twenty-five knots, if you wish to. In my opinion these cruisers 
should have been given & maximum speed of not less than 
twenty knots an hour, even if the greater part of the battery had 
to be omitted to secure this speed. Nowadays great speed and 
few guns are the most effective. It is more easy to drive a man- 
of-war ahead than one of the transatlantic steamers, because the 
merchant steamer must have her model and her capacity such 
as to provide for freight and passengers, while the man-of-war 
has only to provide for her motive powerand guns. By reducing 
the number of guns you reduce the space necessary for a crew, 
which enables }ou to put in proportionately larger engines. By 
the time these cruisers are finished, unless the secretary requires 
higher speed, they will be relatively to the cruisers of other 
nations and to transatlantic steamers in course of construction 
as slow as our old tubs are to-day. In other words they will be 
out of date before they are completed.

NATIONALITIES AMONG STATE TROOPS. 


Ose of the most difficult problems, and one requiring an 
early and definite solution, is the encouragement or dis- 
couragement of organizations representing distinct national- 
ities. We propose to put the two sides of this question 
briefly before our readers, with the hope that it will elicit 
further expression of views on the matter. The great mili- 
tary European powers, where composed of different nation- 
alities, such as the Austrian Empire, have always adopted 
the plan of stationing their battalions where national preju- 
dices or disputes would not lessen their morale, For in- 
stance, take Austria. In the Italian wars, Hungarians, 
Croats, Bohemians, and others were chiefly employed; in 
the Hungarian struggle, Italians, Croats, and others main- 
tained the supremacy of the Imperial Government. 

There are many arguments earnestly advanced in 
favor of the National Guard of New York maintaining bat- 
talions popularly known as “Irish,” ‘‘German,” as well as 
“ American” Guards. The history of our own great strug- 
gle has demonstrated how much the country is indebted to 
her naturalized citizens, and no one is inclined, we presume, 
to question the bravery and military capabilities of either 
the Germans or the Irish. Under competent leaders they 
have inscribed their capability to ‘‘do or die” in brilliant 
letters on pages of history. 

The National Guard has to depend largely upon social in- 
fluences for its recruits, as the service is totally voluntary, 
and men join its ranks where their friends are and where 
they feel most at home. Again, the National Guard is a 
great conservative force for the preservation of order, and 
at the same time a popular force, for the reason that it is 
“the people and of the people.” Therefore, all citizens, 
foreign born as well as native, are interested in its wel 
being. Disband the Irish and German organizations, and 
will not those of our adopted citizens whose feeliogs 
are warm and enthusiastic towards the traditions and asso- 
ciations of the land of their birth be disposed to look 
upon citizen soldiery as a class which they are more or less 
debarred from serving with? 

Wipe them out now, and will it not be looked upon by 
them as an insult to their character as men and soldiers? 
Ia a purely military point of view does it not stand to reason 
that in case of riots arising from, say Socialistic troubles, 
it is better to have a German battalion arrayed on the side 
of the law, with the influence each of its members carries 
among his own immediate circle, than to have just so many 
persons following out their own individual prejudices? 
Apply the same reasoning with the Irish in Fenian or other 
troubles. If the argument is advanced that in the events of 
trouble such organizations could not be depended upon, the 
reply of avy military mind would be, “‘Isthe oath of no 
value ?-—has the drill and discipline been of no avail?—has the 
soldier lost ail devotion to his flag?” Granted that the stern- 
est of all the hard duty which falls to a soldier's lot is when 
called upon to serve in hostile ranks <gainst his relatives and 
acquaintances, still the prudent officer and the true-hearted 
man in command has the power to exercise and would exer- 
cise due discretion, and use such organizations for equally 
usoful but not so trying occupations. All men cannot be 
sent “tothe front.” Some must be detailed for guard 
dats, etc., etc., and why should not all such be placed 
where they are of use, where their national prejudices are 
not too much aroused, or where their tacit sympathy would 
encourage the rioters ?—in other words, otherwise employed, 
and therefore out of mischief. 

Now the other side of the question. We receive from 
other countries persons who make this the land of their 
adoption, and who, when received as citizens, have all the 
right, privilege and freedom of those born on the soil. There 
iz no class distinction, The poorest emigrant has equal 
chance with all to rise to any position for which his abilities 
may qualify him. Shoald he not, aad would he not, there- 
fore, be willing to enlist in any organization of the National 
Guard as an American soldier, and when he dons the uni 
form throw off at the same moment any national feeling? 
Is it anything more than right to expect this of him? 

If there were no distinctive organization for them to turn 
to, would not we fiud the German and the Irish enlisting in 
other battalions as do the Swedes, the Danes, the French 
and others? Has not this “nationality recruiting” led to 
great and growing abuses? The inspection reports do not 
speak favorably for discipline or even good feeling among 
these battalions. Either the reports are strangely incorrect 
or men and officers are wonderfully off from the straight 
line of proper observance of their respective stations and 
daties! And yet when employed in the military service of 
other countries and in our Regular Army the Irishman is a 
prized soldier, and the German noted for his strict adherence 
to the orders of his superiors. On the whole then we 
think that the opinion to which we have always in- 
clined, that distinctively national organizations should 
be discouraged is the sound one. We want American 
soldiers, and not Irish, German, Italian, English, Scotch or 
French organizations. The laws of the State give full 
power to disband any orginization when the interests of 
the Service so demand ; or, in other words, when the laxity 
of dircipline or the careless unsoldierly conduct of the mem- 
bers prove it to be of little further use to be retained—a law 
applying of necessity to all—and it would seem plain that no 
right reasoning man can complain if the authorities act with 
strict military justice and compel officers and men to come 
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both to the soldierly reputation of the land of their birth 





and the country of their adoption. In a word, move on and 
keep up with your comrades or move off and make room for 
others.

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Encuisa VoLUNTEERS.—If any evidence were required, | 
says Broad Arrow, of the robust vitality of the volunteer 
movement other tnan the steadily-maintained strength of 
the force, it is to be found in the splendid energy and even 
self-abuegnation which officers and men throw into their 
work. The volunteer system generally is a matter of perpet- 
ual wonderment to foreigners, who are often at a loss to 
understand the tremendous energy which a country 80 
safe from invasion as England displays in its military organ- 
ization, aud they have not been slow to perceive the laudable 
spirit upon which we are now commenting. Suffering them- 
selves from the dire conscription which is so fstal to the 








chivalrous instinct that animates a purely volunteer force, 
they are unable to appreciate the full extent of the volunteer 
movement, and probably to their minds there would be 
something incredible and even farcical in the contemplation 
of 25,000 men devoting one of their scanty and well-earned 
holidays to the exertions of mimic warfare. Yet so it is, and 
on the eve of the review we wish to offer our tribute to the 
excellent spirit which inspires those who will be engaged in 
it. In the early days of the volunteer movement it was com- 
monly believed that the patriotic impulse which created it 
would not outlive the actusl hard work which it would 
involve—that it would expire with the ephemeral glory and 
enthusiasm which accompanied its birth, This hus been 
falsified, and the few military men who shared this belief 
have long ago avowed their error. 


INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 


Lord Brownlow has been appointed chairman of the Eng- 
lish committee which has charge of the arrangements for the 
forthcoming international rifle match. The other members 
of the committee are Sir Henry Halford, Col. McDonald, of 
Edinburgh, and Messrs, Walrond, Young, Humphrey, Waller 
and Scriven. A system of district aides has been organized 
for the purpose of superintending the local practice of can- 
didates for admission to the team. There will be a competi- 
tion shortly before the Wimbledon meeting, at which will be 
selected twenty-five candidates for the team, and at the end 
of the first week at Wimbledon there will be a further selec- 
tion of eighteen for the team and for reserve members 
of it. 








FOREIGN NOTES. 


An explosion occurred, May 5, in the government powder 
magazine situated ou Priddy’s Hard, in Portsmouth Harbor, 
England. The building was completely demolished. The 
explosion was caused by an accidental igaicion of some 
powder during the filling of a quantity of shells. Two per- 
sons were killed outright and four of those injured have 
since died. 


LarRGE purchases of war munitions are reported in Ger- 
many on Chinese orders. The Chinese are also buying re- 
peating arms in this country. 


Tue King of Italy has promulgated a royal decree recog- 
nizing as a national campaign the expedition of Garibaldi 
against Rome, during which the battle of Mentana was 
fought. 

GENERAL Diaz and party arrived at the City of Mexico, 
May 4. ‘The following day was a national holiday in honor 
of Zaragosa’s victory at Puebla in 1862. An oration was 
delivered in the public square in the presence of President 
Gonzalez, who gave gifts to the maimed veterans. A grand 
military review followed. 

QvueEEN Victoria has established a decoration to be known 
as *'T'he Royal Red Cross” to be given in recognition of 
services rendered iu nursing the sick and wounded of the army 
and navy, and of special devotion in such service, It con- 
sists cf a cross, having on the arms thereof the words 
‘Faith, Hope and Charity,” to be attached to a dark blue 
ribbon, edged red, of one inch in width, tied in a bow and 
worn on the left shoulder. The decoration may be worn by 
ladies, whether subjects or foreign persons. 


Tue Grand Duke Alexis Alexandrovitch, Admiral com- 
manding the Russian fleet, has received orders to cause the 
erection of further monumental houors to the Russians who 
fell in defence of Sebastopol. Accordiugly, a large slab, 
bearing the names of the admirals, commanders, and staff 
and field officers who were killed, or who died subsequent to 
their wounds, is to be placed in the Viadimir Cathedral at 
Sebastopol, and opposite each name will be designated the 
particular engagement in which each person fell. 


Axout 1620 the French formed a settlement at Port Dau- 
ome in the district of Anosy, in the extreme southeast of 

adagascar. This encroachment led to a war, in the course 
of which the native king was killed and his son carried 
away to France. The French prevailed and occupied the 
country until their dominion was terminated by a general 
massacre. Some years afterwards a French vessel, beivg in 
great straits for water and provisions, was compelled to put 
into Port Dauphine. The captain, knowing the hostility of 
the natives, pretended to be an envoy from the French king 
on a mission of atonement and reconciliation. His over- 
tures were accepted, his want# were supplied, and the qneen 
of the country, mother of the young prince who had veen 
carried away, paid a visit tothe ship. While she was ou 
board she watched the seamen bathing and, observing une 
whose skin was much darker than that of his companions, 
took it into her head that he was her long-lostson. The 
captain fearing her anger if she were disappointed, prompted 
the sailor to humor her, and the latter having no objection 
to reign in Madagascar, came readily into the idea. The 
marks on his person were verified, his reminiscences of his 
infancy were pronounced accurate and he was duly installed 
as monarch. His reiga was long and prosperous, and he 
always treated the French with partiality until a drunken 
sailor having told the natives they had been deceived he put 
him to death and forbade French vessels to visit Port Dau- 
phine for the future. 

New Gninea, the latest piece of territory annexed by 
Great Britain, is much larger than the Austrian empire. It 
is separated from the northern coast of Queensland, to 
which it has beeu united, by a strait which is only 80 miles 
wide in its narrowest part. It was taken to please the 
Queenlanders, whe feared the Dutch would seize it if the 
British didn’t, Tae value of the island is problematical, as, 
although its agricultural resources are supposed to be excel- 
lent, its climate is fatal to Europeans, It is almost unex- 
plored and populated by a fierce race of negroes. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia, has had a Fenian scare, and Gen- 
eral Sir Patrick McDougall, Commander-in-Chief of the 
British forces in Canada, has been kept busy not more by 
his official duties than by the demands upon his time by 
rapacious interviewers. To one of those he contrad'cted 
the statement that the guards at the different barracks in 
which British troops are had been increased in numbers, 
but said that a circumstance occurred a short time ago (of

BAZAINE’S BOOK PUBLISHED. 


Tae question as to what constitutes military genius will 
certainly suggest itself with some uneasy reflections to every 
reader of a book which ex-Marshal Bazaine has just issued 
to describe his share in the Franco-German War. Here is a 
soldier, who, in Gedicating his book to Queen Isabella IL., 
signs himself “ Ex-Fusilier of the Thirty-seventh Line,” so 
as to remind the world that he sprang from the ranks to the 
proud grade of Marshal of France, and was, consequently, 
no dullard. He was, in fact, an admirable soldier, whose 
record will challenge comparison with that of any officer in 
the world. With no wish to press hardly on a soldier whose 
punishment has been very heavy, we are compelled to ob- 
serve that the reasons which the ex-Marshal adduces for 
surrendering the strongest citadel in France with an army of 
over 140,000 men would militate against the winning of a 
victory under any conditions but those of superior strength 
and position. M. Bazaine's defence is practically a grumble 
that in his game with Prince Frederick Charles he did not 
hold all the trumps in his hand. 

It has been known for some time that M. Bazaine was pre- 
paring this book, and interest has been excited about it, as 
it was hoped that there would be some new disclosures con- 
cerning the mysterious negotiations between the Marshal, 
the Empress Eugénie, and Prince Bismarck during the siege 
of Metz. The author, however, adds little to what was made 
public through the evidence given at the Court-martial in 
18738, though attenticn may be called to a despatch of Prince 
Frederick Charles to Bazaine, which certainly contains a 
curiously misleading statement. It wi!l be remembered that 
when Bazaine failed to effect his junction with MacMahon 
and was driven back upon Metz, he was temporarily cut off 
from all communication with the rest of France A soldier 
who had been made prisoner by the Prussians, but escaped, 
brought iuto Metz the news that the Emperor had capitu- 
lated at Sedan, and that a republic had been proclaimed in 
Paris. Thereupon Bazaine wrote to Prince Frederick Charles 
to inquire if these tidings were accurate, and the Prussian 
commander, in his reply, stated that the republic had, in- 
deed, been proclaimed, but was not *‘ recognized by all the 
country.” 

Now, this was true only in a certain sense, There was 
lurking disaffection towards the republic among a!] French- 
men who belonged to monarchist factions ; but not a single 
city, town, or village had refused obedience to the Govern- 
ment of National Defence. If Bazaine had honestly inferred 
from the Prince's report that civil dissensions were raging 
in France, he would’clearly haye been justified in refusing 
to hold any terms with the irregular government at Tours. 
Unfortunately, he did hold terms with that government, 
while, at the same time, he commenced a clandestine nego- 
tiation with the ex-Empress and with Prince Bismarck 
through a man named Regnier. His desire was that he 
might be allowed to leave Metz with his army and march to 
Paris to put down the republic and restore the Empress Re- 
gent with or without Prussian aid. The Germans lured him 
on to hope that his proposals would be accepted, kept him 
inactive during the negotiations, obliging him in the mean- 
while to consume his provisions, and when they ascertained 
that his resources in food were near to the famishing point 
they forced him to capitulate without conditions. It was for 
this that he was brought to trial, and eventually sentenced 
to death, on the ground that “‘ he had not done all that daty 
and honor commanded to cope with the enemy.” As to this 
last count, M. Bazaine says in his- book that he was much 
worried by base Republican newspapers in Metz, which in- 
cited his soldiers to mutiny. Bat why did he not suppress 
those newspapers? He held supreme power over a city that 
was in a state of siege, and by a stroke of the pen he could 
have made short work of factious journals. Again, the ex- 
Marshal complains that the supply of salt in Metz failed, and 
that saltless bread being indigestible, his soldiers were out. 
of sorts and unfit for much fighting. The soldiers declared, 
however, that they were eager to fight, and to them the 
Marshal made no remarks about the salt, but objected that 
the heavy rains which fell during a fortnight in September 
rendered military operations difficult. There would have 
been something in this argument if the Germans had fought 
under umbrellas, but presumably they would have been as 
much wetted by the ruiias, as the French. On the whole, it 
cannot be said thit M. Bazaine’s reasonings breathe the 
spirit which one likes to meet in a soldier.
